St. Louis, Mo., January g9—Just at 1 
o’clock this afternoon 4 series of terrific 
explosions ‘laid waste the Vicinity of 
Second and Vine streets where printing 
houses and allied trades are numerous. 

Just after the clock struck a boiler in 
George F. Merrit’s printing office, base- 
ment of No. 308 North Third street, just 
across the alley from the storage and 
commission house of H. B. Grubb, explod- 
ploded. 

In the rear of the Grubb establishment 
e lorge quantity of fireworks was stored 
and a second explosion occurred, followed 
immediately by a third that lifted the 
Grubb puilding and dropped it in a mass of 
wreckage. ~ 

The exposition caused general consterna- 
tion and every window for three blocks 
was proken. A large plate glass window 
in the Merchants’ exchange, four blocks 
away was shattered and the traders stam-

TRUTH CONCERNING OUTRAGES. 


In the Vilayet of Kharput 12,708 Per- 
sons Were Killed. 

Constantinople, January 2.—Owing to rep- 
resentations made to it by Sir Philip Cur- 
rie, ‘the British ambassador, the porte has 
instructed the Vali of Kharput to allow 
Mr. Barnum to distribute the fund collect- 
ed in England for the relief of the suffering 
Armenians. 

Trustworthy reports regarding the recent 
outrages in the vilayet of Kharput alone 
show that 138 towns and villages were deso- 
lated, 5,064 houses burned and 12,708 persons 
killed. Not a single Turk was killed, so far 


as is known.

All their evidence has been complete for 
some years, but much depends on whether 
the commission will decide to visit Vene- 
zuela or to hold all the sessions in this 
country. President Crespo has notified 
Minister Andrade to inform him as soon as 
possible of the resolution of the committee 
on this point, that there may be no delay 
in submitting the Venezuelan case. 

The documents are exceedingly volumi- 
nous and include a large number of valu- 
able maps, which must be sent to Wash- 
ington if the commission concludes to sit 
here. All these documents are now in 
Caracas, but are ready for , immediate 
transmission. They could be presented to 
the ‘state department within ten days of 
the notification that they were required 
here. 

Until that time the work of the commis- 
sion must necessarily be altogether of a 
preliminary character. If the organization 
of the body is perfected, as is now expected, 
early next week, some time must elapse be- 
for the American ministers at The Hague 
and Madrid could secure and transmit 
copies of Dutch and Spanish archives 
which are considered essential to an im- 
partial adjudication of the opposing claims. 
Venezuela is, however, prepared to furnish 
certified copies of all the documents that 
tend to prove her right to the disputed 
territory and perhaps Great Britain will 
consent to supply all the others. 

Probable Attitude of England. 

The probable - attitude of the English 
government toward the commission evokes 
the keenest curiosity. While it is the pre- 
vailing opinion that England will embrace 
the opportunity to state its side of the case, 
without agreeing to be bound by the find- 
ings, it is not believed that this can be 
done without considerable delay. It is un- 
derstood that although the English have 
accumulated all possible evidence to sup- 
port their claim to the entire Orinoco re- 
gion, they had never expected to be com- 
pelled to produce it and have not ar- 
ranged it in such shape that it could be 
promptly submitted. 

It would not be surprising, therefore, in 
case Great Britain should take cognizance 
of a proclamation of the American commis- 
sion, if a request should be received from 

Lord Salisbury for a sufficient delay 
to enable his government to prepare its 
documentary proofs. - 

In any event the actual discussion of the 
merits of controversy can hardly commence 
inside of the next two weeks and there 
is no possibility of a dec’sion for several 
months if the investigation is to be made 
as thorough as contemplated. :

“None of the members of the commission, 
except Justice Brewer and the Hon. An- 
drew D. White, has any claim to occupy 
the great position assigned to him, .while 
Mr. Frederic R. Coudert, on any princi- 
ple of fair play and common sense, is dis- 
qualified by his public declarations. The 
position of the gentlemen appointed is in 
complete harmony with the overbearing 
language of President Cleveland’s Vene- 
zuelan message. 

The Standard will comment on the ap- 
pointments in a sarcastic vein. It will 
say: 

“It would not be right for Englishmen 
to criticise the gentlemen who have con- 
sented to assist the president’s studies of 
political geography. If their names com- 
mand confidence of the American people, 
that is all that can be expected or desired, 
though we shall watch their doings with 
curiosity and even respect. That will be 
the beginning and end of our interest.” 

The Times will say: \ 

“Excepting Mr. Coudert, all that can be 
said for the nominees is that while they 
are reputable and may be absolutely fair- 
minded men, they have no such weight as 
woud command for their conclusions any 
recognition outside of the United States.” 

The Westminster Gazette, in an article 
on the Venezuelan boundary commission, 
says: 

“Great Britain should treat the Venezu- 
élan commission with perfect politeness, 
and give them all possible assistance, 
though not admitting their jurisdiction, 
but should allow British officials to give 
evidence in their public capacity.” 

The St. James Gazette regrets the ab- 
sence of ex-United States Ministers Lin- 
coln and Phelps from the commission, but 
highly commends the appointment of White 
and Gilman.

There is a financial panic impending in 
Havana, it is said, owing to Spain’s lack of 
both money and credit. The young mili- 
tary reserves who have not been paid for 
months and have survived the yellow jack, 
openly curse the cause of Spain and threat- 
en to. revolt, ; 

John C. Deemer, an American civil en- 
gineer who was a passenger on the Ardan- 
dhu, had been on.a railroad train that was 
stopped by the insurgent army five miles 
from Cardenas. Instead of there being 
only 8,000 insurgents, as reported from 
Spanish sources, there were, he says, at 
least 18,000 men under the command of 
Gomez, and 5,000 more a short distance in 
the rear, commanded by General Maceo. 
Some idea of the army, he says, may be 
gathered from the fact that the troops 
were three hours and forty minutes in 
marching across the railroad. There was 
also a train of 100 mules loaded with pro- 
visions and ammunition. He says the 
soldiers were ragged after their march 
through the forests, but well armed and 
disciplined. 

The passengers on the train were not dis- 
turbed; but the official mails were seized 
and passed into the possession of Gomez. 
The other postal matter "was carried to 
Havana on board the Ardandhu.

CHRONICLE AROUSED. 


SPECIAL REPORT GIVEN THE 
BRITISH PAPER. 


True Inwardness of the Schomburgk 
Line and What It Was In- 


tended For. ‘ 


* London, January 2.—A special representa- 
tive of The Daily Chronicle, who is nuw in 
Washington, cables to that papér that he 
has obtained from a source which he is 
pledged not to reveal the official unpub- 
lished correspondence exchanged between 
Great Britain and Venezuela between No- 
vember, 1840, when Sir Robert Schomburga 
Was appointed to delimit the frontier of 
British Guiana, and April, 1842, when kKng- 
land removed the boundary posts set up vy 


Sir Robert Schomburgk. 

In Octcber, 1841, Senor Fortique, Vene 
zifelan mirister to Great Britain, wrote 
to Lord Aberdeen, colonial secretary ol 
state in the cabinet of Sir Rober Pcel, 
referring to Venezuela’s proposal td con- 
clude a treaty on the boundaries and pro- 
testing that before the proposal Wis an- 
swered a sentry box, carrying a British 
flag, had been built on the republic’s terri- 
tory. Senor Fortique again urged tn°t a 
boundary treaty be entered upon. 

Lord Aberdeen replied that he had re- 
ceived Sir Robert Schomburgk’s report; 
that he had planted boundary posts at cer- 
tain points in the country he had sur- 
veyed, being fully aware that the demar- 
cation so made was merely a preliminary 
measure open to future discussion between 
Great Britain and Venezuela. It did not 
appear, however, that Sir Robert Schom- 
burgk had left any building. Senor For- 
tique replied that Sir Robert Schomburgk 
had planted at the mouth of the Orinoco 
river several posta He had*«also raised 
the British flag with a show of force and 
performed other acts of dominion in Vene- 
zuela. Extreme courtesy alone prevented 
Venezuela from forcibly expelling him from 
the country. 

After some delay Lord Aberdeen replied 
to Senor Fortique, confirming his previous 
statement and adding that much unneces- 
sary inconvenience would result from the 
removal of the posts, as they would4afiord 
the only tangible means by which her 
majesty’s governme»t could be prepared 
to discuss the question of boundari¢s witz 
Venezuela. The posts were erected for 
that express purpose, and not, as the 
Verezuelan government appeared to appre- 
kend, as indications of dominion and em- 
pire on the part of Great Britain.

“At the urgent ermtreaty of the Vene- 
zuelan government these two posts were 
afterwards removed, as stated by Mr. Ol- 
ney, but this concession was made on the 
distinct understanding that Great Britain 
did not thereby in any way abandon her 
claim to that position.’’

TARIFF ADVOCATES MAKE SUGGESTIONS 


There Will Be a Big Debate Next 
Tuesday—Senator Bacon’s 
Maiden Speech, 


Washington, January 2.—(Special.)—Ths 
silver men of the senate finamce committee 
today showed themselves to be in perfect 
harmony and in complete control of the 
financial legislation of the senate. After 
a few brief minutes spent in the genéral 
committee room the silver men went into 
caucus and the gold crowd likewise. Of 
course the gold men became the minority 
and had but a few moments’ discussion, de- 
ciding at last that it was futile for them to 
attempt anything more than a routine 
minority. report. 

The silver end of the committee decided 
to erase altogether the provision for bonds 
which the house measure contains and to 
substitute a free coinage amendment. 

The bond bill will hardly be reported to- 
morrow, and it is very likely it will not be 
given to the senate before next Tuesday. 
It is undecided as yet whether the pro- 
vision permittnig certificates of indebted- 
ness will be allowed to stand. In all 
probability, however, the whole board bill 
as it came from the house may be sub- 
stituted by a free silver ome. 

There will be a great deal of speech- 
making on this measure when presented, 
the gold men talking merely to put up a 
protest; the silver men sptaking for edu- 
cwtional purposes. Silver ‘senators with 
whom I talked after the caucus-are of the 
opinion: that the silver bill will pass in 
about three or four weeks.’ By that time 
the tariff bill wil be ready to come from 
the committee room. 

Yesterday it was thought that an effort 
would be made to allow the tariff bill as it 
comes from the house to go before the 
senate, but Senators Quay, of Pennsyl- 
vania, amd Platt, of Conmecticut, the lat- 
ter being on the fimance committee, will 
block the bill in the committee umless the 
ttobaceo schedule is increased.

Besides these unfortu- 
nate people there were in the house at the 
time Anrie Bell, a colored s-rvant,and four 
other children of the Hibbard family, viz:

They escaped by jumping from a second 
story window. Annie Bell suffered a frac- 
ture of one ankle and Walter Hibbard 
sp-ained f his ankles.

IS THERE A SUPREME COURT? 


A Question for South Carolina To 
Answer. 

Columbia, S. C., January 2.—(Special.)— 
Work in the South Carolina supreme court 
was suddenly checked here today and now 
the justices are still in doubt whether 
there is now such a thing in ‘this state as a 
supreme court. The new oonstitution, 
which went énto effect yesterday, provides 
that the supreme court shall consist of a 
chief justice amd three associates. 

The old court had but three members. 
The legislature to carry out provisions of 
the constitution thas not met. 

When the first circuit was called today 
in the January term amd a case entered 
upon, P. H. Gadsden, of Charles*on. a 
young. lawyer, contended that no action 
taken by the court was binding, as it was 
rot constituted in accordance with the 
constitution and had no right to hear 
ce ses. 

Several lawyers, including the attorney 
general,’ took part in the discussion. The 
main point presented were that the court 
did mot occupy ‘the position it would if one 
of its members resigned or died or was ap- 
pointed to another office, as in that case a 
majority of the court, as constituted, 
would still be able to continue business; 
but in this case the organization of the 
constitutional court had never been ef- 
fected, as the organic law vides for 
four justices, and four justices have never 
heen elected. The attorney general con- 
tends that the status of no court was 
changed pending the mecting of the legts- 
lature. The justices acjourned until to- 
morrow. without deciding the point. If 
they fail to settle it for themselves they 
will probably call a convention of the cir- 
cuit judges of the state (as provided in 
the new constitution) to help them sclve 
the problem as to whether South Carolina 
has a supreme court.

STRIKE I$ ON AGAIN 


Morning. 
TRACTION EMPLOYES ANGRY 


Looks Now as if There May Be Trou- 
ble Yet—No Agreement Could 
Be Reached. 


Philadelphia, January 3.—Another strike 
of the employes of the Union Traction 
Company was declared this morning. 

All efforts at a‘tompromise between the 
company and the men failed, and at ll 
o’chock last night the mass meeting was 
called to order. A poll of the men caused 
the strike to be declared at 1 o’clock this 


morning. 

Yesterday when another strike seemed a 
probability the Toynbee Society, the Uni- 
versal Peace Union and a number of other 
gentlemen wro are interested in the wel- 
fare of the city, visited and wrote to the 
headquarters of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion, counseling moderation and advising 
the men against another strike. As far as 
is apparent these efforts have been thrown 
away. The men demand of the company 
that it abrogate the clause in its latest 
agreement submitted to them that in the 
future all new men who are taken on the 
road shall be in no way affiliated or con- 
nected with, directly or indirectly, any la- 
bor organization. This clause the com- 
pany has firmly declined to eliminate. After 
the poll of the road this afternoon was 
known another committee of the men call- 
ed upon General Manager Beetem tonight 
to make a last appeal to him to eliminate 
the objectionable clause. For over two 
hours Mr. Beetem and the committee dis- 
cussed the matter together. The discussion 
was conducted amicably, but both sides 
remained firm. At the conclusion of te 
meeting Mr. Beetem stated to the men 
that the company would discharge none of 
its present employes for belonging to the 
Amalgated Association of Street Railwey 
Employes; that it would hear any griev- 
ances of the men and that it would deal 
equitably with them, but that it was unal- 
terably determined not to allow its em- 
ployes to dictate to it in the matter under 
discussion. He warned the committee that, 
if another strike took place, the burden of 
any disturbances and trouble that would 
follow, would be upon the men, and that 
the company would fight them to the death, 
no matter what the cost and that not a 
man who siruck would ever be. given em- 
ployment on the road again, He begged 
the committee for the sake of the men 
and their families to do all in their power 
to avert a strike. The committee was im- 
pressed by Mr. Beetem’s words and they 
promised him that they would use every 
argument they could to persuade the men 
not to strike, but they had very little hope 
of success. 

Peacemaxers Interfere. 

They asked Mr, Beetem to come with 
them to the mass meeting and talk to tne 
men as he had talked to the committee. 
Mr. Bectem said that personally he would 
be only too glad to go among his men, 
but that if. he went his presence would be 
misconstrued and that he would be thought 
to be there as the general manager of the 
company and that, therefore, he could not 
agree to address the mass meeting. Before 
the committee departed Mr. Beetem told 
them that he would wait at his office until 
1 o’clock tomorrow to learn the result of 
the mass meeting. The committee Was ac- 
companied in its visit to Mr. Beetem by ex- 
Postmaster John Field, who endeavored to 
act as a peacemaker and who advised the 
men. to accept Mr. Beetem’s terms and 
trust to his honor to adjust all their griev- 
ances. J. Levering J6nes, a large siock- 
holder of the company and a leading law- 
ver of the Philadelphia bar, also addressed 
the committee and pointed out to them that 
the capital had rights as well as labor, 
which labor was bound to respect. 

How Many Will Strike? 

How many rren the employes will be 
able to take out with them if they strike 
is hard to say. The officers of the Amai- 
gamated Association are strongly opposed 
to another strike and there is a good 
minority of the employes who are also 
avrainst it. It $3 possible, however, that 
every man belonging to the Amalgamatcd 
Association will strike, as many of the

A POOL SELLING BILL. 


To be Introduced Into the Virginia 
Legislature. 

Richmond, Va., Jamuary 2.—(Special.)— 
A bill has been prepared and sent here 
which, if it were enacted into a law, 
would be perfectly acceptable to the par- 
ties interested in conducting winter 
racing and pool selling at Alexandria 
island. The provisions of this proposition, 
it is understood, contemplates authorizing 
racing and pool selling all the year round 
except during the winter months named 
therein. The purpose would be to estab- 
lish a racing circuit in the state and allow 
racing at each stand. So far from sup- 
pressing the comdition of affairs at Alex- 
ander island, 
whole state open to pool seiling and race 
track gambling except during the few 
winter months inhibited. If it {fs intro- 
duced into the legislature it will be bit- 
terly opposed by the most influential peo- 
ple in the state. 

There is a determined sentiment among 
leading turfmen as well as ail other con- 
servative people in the state to stand by 
Governor O’F‘errall in his recommendation 
for suppressing race track gambling and 
other lawlessness, not only in Alexandria 
county, but in the whole commonweaith. 
That ‘these will be acted upon soom after 
the legislature reconvenes on the 6th is 
pretty generally believed.

| WAR IN THE TRANSVAAL. ; 


DR. JAMESON WAS SURROUNDED 
AND SURRENDERED. 


That Is the Story by Cable, and It Is 
Said Several Men Were Killed—Ger- 
many Rises To Inquire. 


London, Janvary 2—The following dis- 
patch was received late this evening from 
Sir Hercules Robinson, governor of Cape 


Colony: 

“Cape Town, January 2, 8:25 p. m.—A mes- 
senger overtook Dr. Jameson ten miles 
the other side of the Elans river. The 
messenger brought back a verbal message 
that the dispatch received by Dr. Jameson 
would be attended to, The force was 
Gaddling up, and at once proceeded east- 
ward. Dr. Jamreson thus erred and dis- 
regarded both of my messages. Sir Ja- 
cobus Dewete, the British agent at Pre- 
toria, telegraphs this morning that it 
would have been impossible for him to 
have gone to Dr. Jameson. If it had been 


as the fighting occurred yesterday after- 


noon.”’ 

The messenger referred to by Sir Her- 
cules Robinson was one who was sent to 
Dr. Jameson with orders instructing the 
latter to return to British territory and to 
abandon his aggressive movement against 
the Boers. 

Report of Jameson’s Surrender. 

The Cape Times has a dispatch from Pre- 
toria, dated yesterday, saying that the 
latest news from Krugersdorp was to the 
effect that there had been fighting between 
the Boers and the force led by Dr. Jame- 
son and that the latter had suffered heav- 
ily. 

Twenty-two burghers were wounded and 
twenty-three ilinedie were taken. 

It is reported that a further British 
South Africa Company force is being mob- 
ilized for the purpose of entering the 
Transvaal. A Kaffir command is fornt 
ing on the Bechuanaland frontier of the 
Orange Free State with the object of as- 
sisting the Boers should such assistance 
be needed, 

A later dispatch from Pretoria says that 
Dr. Jameson was surrounded by a large 
force of Boers near Krugersdorp and was 
obliged to surrender. 

Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of state 
for the colonies, has sent a dispatch to 
Governor Robinson, saying: 

“Tl regret that Dr. Jameson's disobedience 
has led to a deplorable loss of life. Do 
your best to secure generous treatment 
of the prisoners and the wounded.” 

Chronicle Will Be Truthful. 

The Chronicle in its issue tomorrow will 
claim on high authority that rebellion ‘has 
been smoldering in Bechuanaland for six 
months, and that during that time Dr. 
Jameson and his followers were silently 
arranging to descend upon the Transvaal. 
The paper hints at certain matters to the 
discredit of the honor of the Englishmen, 
of which matters it says Mr. Chamber- 
lain is cognizant. The colonial office, it 
adds, is also aware that Hon. Cecil Rhodes, 
prime minister of Cape Colony, would have 
to supply the money for Dr. Jameson’s 
escapade. 

The Result Is Deplored. 

All the morning: papers will publish edi- 
torials on the subject of the invasion of 
the Transvaal. They deplore the result, 
which, they say; will involve the gravest 
consequences. They contend that nothing 
but success could have justified the inva- 
sion. As the movement has miserably 
failed, it has seriously damaged the future 
of South Africa. : 

The papers predict that the bloody feud 
between the English and Boers will be ex- 
cited to fury and that probably a cry will 
‘be raised to wipe out the stain of the 
‘second humiliation inflicted upon the Brit- 
ish army by the Boers, but they declare 
that such a demand cannot be encouraged. 
All the papers condemn Dr. Jameson’s 
rashness and disobedience, 

Armed Men in Readiness. 

The Pall Mall Gazette asserts that 1,000 
armed men, who have been in readiness at 
Buluwayo to march. into the Transvaal, 
are probably now en route for that terri- 
tory. 

The directors of the British South Africa 
Company held a meeting at noon today to 
consider the dispatch of Mr. Chamberlain, 
ordering the immediate disavowal by the 
confpany of any knowledge or responsi- 
bility for Dr. Jameson’s act in leading an 
armed body of men into the Transvaal. 

The Star advises Mr. Chamberlain, sec- 
retary of state for the colonies, to cancel 
the charter of the British South Africa 
Company. The queen has ordered the 
duke of Fife to withdraw from the direc- 
tory of the British South Africa Company. 

Governor Robinson to the Front. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain has issued a 

statement announcing that Governor Rob- 
inson, of Cape Colony, will start for Pre- 
toria this afternoon to assist in the peace- 
ful settlement of the Transvaal difficul- 
ties. 
Mr. Chamberlain had a satisfactory inter- 
view this morning with the directors of 
the British South Africa Company, among 
whom was the duke of Fife. 

Berlin, January 2.—The statement made 
yesterday that Germany had officially in- 
quired of Great Britain ‘what steps the 
latter government intended to take in re- 
gard to the invasion of the Transvaal by 
the British South Africa Company, is con- 
firmed today. 


BURNED FOR FIFTEEN HOURS. 


Suffers Severe Loss by 
Flames. ' we 

Charlotte, N. C., January 2.—A special to 
The Observer tells of a serious fire at 
Rutherfordton, the western terminus of 
the Carolina Central railroad. It* begun 
after 11 o’clock Wednesday night and was 
finally checked at 4 a. m. today. The fol- 
lowing buildings were burned: 

Cowan and Grayson, loss $1,000: Wash- 
burn’s storehouse, loss $4,500; David & Car- 
son’s storehouse, occupied by Twitty & 
Thompson, druggists, and T. B. Walker, 
grocer, the drug firm losing $2,000; the law 
office of S. Gallert, the Hardin building, and 
the one occupied by E. Love; besides a 
number of small wooden buildings belong- 
ing to Colonel C. L. Harris, whose loss is 
$1,500.

CLARK WILL RUN. 


He Will Oppose Captain Johnston for 
Nomination. 


A LIVELY TIME IN ALABAMA 


As Far as Politics Are Concerned. 
The Formal Announcement of 
Clark Expected. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 2.—(Special.)— 
A correspondent of The Birmingham State- 
Herald at Washington city wires his paper 
that Hon. Richard H. Clark, of Mobile, 
stated in a conversation a day or two ago 
to a gentleman there—a prominent Ala- 
bama republican by the way—that he 
would be a candidate for the democratic 
nomination for governor of Alabama. The 
information occasions no surprise. Indi- 
cations have for some time pointed to Mr. 
Clark’s candidacy. His official announce- 
ment is expected to follow in a day or 
two, and a very lively contest for the 
nomination between him and Captain John- 
ston, of Jefferson, will necessarily follow. 

A number of candidates for Mr. Clark’s 
seat in congress have already cropped out. 
Among then are Hon. G. W. Taylor, of 
Marengo, formerly a member of the Ala- 
bama legislature, and afterwards solicitor 
of his county, and Hon. Ed Morrisette, of 
Monroe, formerly United States marshal 
for the southern district of Alabama. It 
is stated that Colonel M. D. Wickersham, 
of Mobile, an old time republican, and, 
personally, a strong and good man, will 
be nominated by the republicans of the 
first. All of the gentlemen mentioned are 
advocates of the gold basis and the free 
silver democrats are on the lookout for a 
strong man of their faith to put into the 
race. 

Liquor Traffic Restriction. 

The first step toward limiting the traffic 
in liquors or, in other words, prohibition 
in Birmingham, has been made by Mayor 
Van Hoose and the present administration 
with a recommendation to confine saloons 
within certain districts of the city. A 
few weeks ago the board decided to refuse 
licenses during the coming year to two 
saloons near the public school buildings. 
The mayor’s recommendation was quite 
lengthy and to the point.

Montgomery, Ala., January 2.—(Spesial.) 
The habeas s0rpus trial here today of 
Dr, Sut Baldwin, charged with the murder 
of young Wade Edson, at Fitzpatrick, was 
heard there today. The principal witness 
wes missing, Gene Hut*heson, the pretty 
severtem-year-old miss about whom the 
trouble originated. Hier testimony was 
very damaging to Baldwin. She swore 
that she, Baldwin and Mr. Joseph Johnson 
were conversing in the postoffice lobby 
when Baldwin asked if she was ready to 
go rome.

Edson fell and died in fifteen 
minutes, Miss Hutcheson remaining with 
him to the end.

At the preliminary 
trial Baldwin was committed without bau.

The Mother, in Trying To Save Her 
Child, Receives Serious Burns, 
Gadsden, Ala., January 2.—(Special.)—The 
little three-year-old daughter of John Glas- 
cot fell {into a burning grate late this 
evening and mrost horribly burned: as was 
also her mother. who ran to the child’s 
rescue. The child fell headlong in the 
fireplace and was badly burned around 
the arms and shoulder and the hair was 
burned from its head, and the eyes, it was 
thought, will go out. The mother 
jerked the child from the flames and pulled 
the clothing off and in doing so was badly 
burned about the hands and arms.

-MINING COAL FOR THE STATE. 


Tennessee Convicts Removed to the 
State Mines. 

Knoxville. Tenn., January 2.—(Special.)— 
The last batch of state convicts were re- 
moved yesterday from the coal mines at 
Coal Creek and placed in the mines of the 
state, at Brushy mountain. The convicts 
have been leased for twenty years by the 
Knoxville Iron Company, but their troubles 
of 1892—the Coal Creek war—kept them 
from renewing the lease, which expired 
Tuesday. The removal of the zebras may 
cut quite a figure with the southern coal 
operators in two ways. First, it is almost 
certain to reduce the price of coal, as 
the state mine will, with all the convicts, 
mine more coal than they: can dispose of 
at the regular price, hence tliey will cut. 
Operators will have to meet the cut and 
there is no telling where it may end. An- 
ether serious point to consider is that 
since the convicts have gone the miners 
threaten to strixe for a higher scale. They 
want it raised from 40 to 3 cents per ton. 


CLUGHT IN THE MACHINERY. 


Horrible Mangling of Tobias Dubose 
at Charleston. 

Charleston, S. C., January 2.—({Speciai.)— 
William Tobias Dubose, a colored carpen- 
ter in the employ of the Stone Phosphate 
Company, was killed in a most horrible 
manner at the company’s works near this 
city this morning. Dubcse had been or- 
dered by Superintendent Porcher, of the 
works, to do some work on machine No.

He was evi- 
dently at work on the box that surrounds 
the shaft at one ef the posts. His apron 
must have been caught by the revolving 
machinery and his body held tightly to it, 
while his limbs were torn away cne by

SOME SAY THE RATE TOO HIGH 


A Majority of Council Reported To 
Be Against a License of Five 
Hundred Dollars. 


Macon, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)—There 
is a strong probability that the mayor and 
council will not raise the barroom license 
from $150 to $500 for the year 1896. For a 
long time nothing has created so much 
talk in Macon as the action of the finance 
committee of council in fixing the license 
at $500.

WHO WILL GET THEM? 


BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSION- 
ERS MEET TODAY. 


A Number of Nice Offices—There Are 
More Candidates Than 
Places. 


The board of county commissioners will 
convene in adjourned session today. 

And during the session a superintendent 
of public works, wvuperintendent of the 
almsrfouse, county attorney, county phy- 
sician, courthouse ; engineer, courthcuse 
janitor, courthouse watchman and chief of 
county police will be elected for a term of 
one year. 

The board met Wednesday last, the day 
provided by legislative enactment for the 
annual election .of officers, the filing of an- 
nual reports and the sterting of work four 
the new year. But as it happened, the day 
provided for the meeting, the first Wednes- 
Cay in January, fell on New Year’s day. 
The board decided to do no work other 
than adjourn until Friday, the 3d—today. 

The first thing in order wil! be the or- 
garvization of the board, which will call 
for the election of 2 chairman, by whom 
the standing committees will be appointed, 
Hon. Charles A. Collier is the, present 
chairman of the boerd and as his adminis- 
tration has been most remarkably success- 
ful and finished, there is hardly a possi- 
bility that any one would care to oppose 
him. The chairman of the board for 1896 
elected, will take his time to name 
his standing committees and the election 
of county officers will be started. 

First will come the election of a superin- 
tendent of public works, an officer umler 
whom the convicts of the county labor and 
by whom the work mapped out by the 
board of commissioners is executed. 

The present superintendent is Captain 
Thomas J. Donaldson, who has held the 
place for twelve or thirteen years. Fulton 
county has never had, since a county com- 
mission was provided for the county, but 
two men in that place. Mr. George Kreiss, 
now dead and who died while in the place, 
was the first and Captain Donaldson the 
second. The position pays $2,400 a year and 
it is a hard office to fill. 

So far no opposition to Captain Donald- 
son has shown up, but it may be that a 
new name will be presented to the board 
this morning. 

After the public works superintendent 
has been provided Fulton county will be 
given an overseer of the poor, or a super- 
intendent of the almshouse. The position 
has been held ,since 1881 by Dr. R. L. Hope, 
who is a candidate for re-election. The 
place pays $1,800 and there may be more 
than br. Hope who want it. 

County attorney will come next on the 
list The gréen bag for Fulton county was 
carried for many years by Colonel W. S8.. 
Thomson and he never grew tired of the 
hard work. Buta year ago Mr. L. Z. Ros- 
ser, a rising young attorney, entered the 
race and secured the number of votes 
requisite to elect him and to give him 
the right to draw $1,000 salary. It may be 
that Mr. Rosser will have a walk over and 
then he may find it something like count- 
ing crossties. 

Dr. W. L. Gilbert, county physician, who 
has been drawing $1,500 a year since he 
succeeded his kinsman, Dr. Griffin, a few 
years ago, don’t care to throw away the 
place, but he is more) likely than any other 
member of the staff of officers elected by 
the board to have opposition.

A PROMINENT GEORGIAN ILL 


Something of His Life and Public 
Services—Board of Trade for 
Rome—Other News. 


Rome, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)—News 
has reached this place of the serious ill- 
ness of Judge Samuel Hawkins at his 
home in Svmmerville. He was stricken 
suddenly with something like a general 
paralysis of the body and limbs Sunday, 
since which time his condition has been 
such as to cause his family the greatest 
anxiety 

Judge Hawkins is an Alabamian by birth 
and was born in 1820, but removed to Sum- 
merville in 1845, at the age of twenty-five 
and began business as a cabinet maker. 
The Chattooga country was the center of 
a picturesque civilization in those days 
and Judge Hawkins soon became a recog- 
nized leader in politics. 

He was elected judge of the inferior 
court when the court was established 
there. a dozen years prior to the war, 
and dispensed justice up to the time of 


‘ hostilities. 


His Political Career. 

After the adoption of the new constitu- 
tion he was elected to represent his county 
in the legislature, and soon became a 
power in Georgia politics. He was a con- 
spicuous figure during the administration 
of Governor Colquitt, whose warm personal 
friend he was, as well as a stanch adher- 
ent of his administration. 

Afterwards he was elected to the state 
senate and served for several terms, doing 
important service to the state in the ca- 
pacity of a law-maker. . 

It was doing his term that the Macon 
and Brunswick railroad matter was set- 
tied, and he was largely. instrumental in 
effecting a satisfactory adjustment of the 
affairs of the company. 

Posed as Governor. 

It -was during that time that the famous 
escapade occurred at Fernandina, in which 
Colonel Mark Hardin and others concocted 
a scheme for passing off Judge Hawkins 
as Governor Colquitt on a crowd of unsus- 
pecting Floridians. 

The battle of Olustee, of which Governor 
Colquitt was the hero, was fresh in the 
minds of the Floridians, and when Gen- 
eral Spinner announced a big banquet at 
his famous Fernandina hotel, to which the 
governor and members of the legislature 
of Georgia were to be the honored guests, 
there was a general gathering of the clans 
a Fernandina to participate in the festiy- 

es. 

The Governor Absent. 


At the last moment Governor Colquitt 
ws unable to attend, so when the junket- 
ing party reached Fernandina by boat 
from Brunswick, Colonel Mark Hardin and 
others hatched up a conspiracy. 

There was a long procession of carriages 
at the wharf, and when the boat landed, 
Colonel Hardin hustled Judge Hawkins in- 
fo the carriage prepared for the gover- 
nor and it was driven to the_hotel, where 
Judge Hawkins was introduced as Gover- 
nor Colquitt, of Georgia, the hero of Olus- 
tee, before he could recover from his dazed 
condition. 

Being one of the most genial of men he 
humored the joke, and in response to calls 
from the crowd, he appeared upon the bal- 
cony of the hotel and received such an ova- 
tion as no Georgian was ever given by a 
Florida audience before or since. His 
speech was adapted to the occasion, and 
the party got away before the true state 
of affairs became known. 

A Striking Character. 

For a number of years Judge Hawkins 
has been practically retired from active 
life. He and his two daughters run the 
Hawkins hotel, but the ladies do most of 
the managing. So immensely- popular is 
the old gentleman, however, that he is 
still a leading figure all over this sec- 
tion of the state. 

He has lived a life of influence and. in- 
tegrity, is a man of many attainments, 
and the fact of his illness will cause uni- 
versal sorrow among his’ extensive ac- 
quaintanceship all over the state. He wears 
a very literary resemblance to the late 
Senator Colquitt, and they were always 
boon comrades 

On one occasion, when there was talk of 
impeachment proceedings growing out of 
the Northeastern railroad matter, he came 
to the rescue of Governor- Colquitt, . and 
was largely instrumental in calming the 
troubled waters 

Board of Trade for Rome. 

Today there was a large gathering of 
the leading citizens of Rome at the office 
of Dr. D. W. Curry to discuss the future 
outlook of affairs. There were°a number 
of enthusiastic addresses on the commer- 
cial and financial situation, and the ques+ 
tion of reorganizing the board of trade 
was brought up by Captain John J. Seay.

W. Curry was elected president and Cap- 
tain A. W. Walton, secretary and treasurer 
and Mr. J. W. Rounsaville will be chair- 
man of the executive committee. The board 
will be reorganized on an economical basis, 
with small dues and inexpensive quarters 
for holding meetings. 

The citizens are unanimous in the move- 
ment, recognizing the-necessity of such an 
organization; and as soon as possible the 
new board will apply for mémbership in 
the National Association.

HIS WIFE TO THE RESCUE 


Her Bravery Checks the Assault at a 
Critical Moment. 


SPIELERS RUSH IN TO AID THE WHITES 


A Very Small Group of the Latter 
Faced by All the Savage Villagers, 
Who Were Furious. 
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There was a. Dahomeyan outbreak on 
the Midway yesterday. The semi-clad, 
ugly savages from Coney Island made at 
least two Atlantians think that there was

But 
the fierce blacks went down in the folds 
of their scant attire and drew gleaming 
Knives. Thus the opposing forces stood 
for a few seconds. 

There was no time to be lost. The 
Dahomeyans were greatly excited and 
could be restrained for only a few seconds 
at the most. One of the whites quickly 


‘threw back the bars of the gate, sprang 


outside and shouted for help. A policeman 
was near at hand and ran to the village. 
The spielers saw that something was 
wrong and they followed the policeman. 

Hefore the blacks had decided to attack 
Major Pene’s party the whites were pour- 
ing into the village so rapidly that the 
Dahomeyans were outnumbered.

Autocracy and Bonds. 

The bankers of New York evidently 
have more knowledge of the immediate 
intentions of the president than the 
members of congress who are really 
responsible to the people for the main- 
tenance of such financial conditions as 
will best subserve the interests of the 
government. 

Although Mr. Cleveland has informed 
congress that, in his opinion, there is a 
pressing necessity for bond legislation, 
and although a bond measure has 
passed one branch and is before the 
other for consideration, there seems to 

‘be no intention whatever on the part 
of the administration to wait for the ac- 
tion of the people's representatives. 

At any rate New York bankers have 
gone ahead and made preparations for 
an increase of the public debt to the 
extent of $200,000,000. These finan- 
ciers would hardly engage in such a 
ae unless they knew for certain 

; t such an increase of the public debt 
is to be made by Mr. Cleveland. 

Otherwise they would be open to the 
charge which The New York World 
makes against them, of cornering all 
the available gold in the metropolitan 
banks and their connections, and this 
would be about as dirty and as dis- 
reputable a piece of business as could 
be conceived of. At any rate we pre- 
fer to believe that these bankers have 
not permitted their love for money to 
lead them to adopt the methods of the 
lowest Wall street shyster. 

The whole bond scheme is an insult 
to congress and an attack on the funda- 
mental rights of the people.

The re- 
publican members of congress know no 
more about it than the democrats, so 
that congress may be said to have be- 
come, under the present autocratic 
regime, a useless and rather a costly 
ornament. 

Our opinion is that the body would 
do well to adjourn and leave Mr. Cleve- 
land to do all the necessary legislation. 
He is master of more than his little 
cabinet.

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The Venezuelan Commission. 
The members of the Venezuelan com- 
mission have been selected by the presi- 
dent. Three are republicans and two 
are democrats, and while the Venezue- 
lan question is not a party affair ex- 
cept in the sense that the democrats 


have always been foremost in sustain- 


ing the flag as against foreign countries, 
we think it should be a matter of felici- 
tation that after mature consideration 
Mr. Cleveland has been able to place 
his hand on two democrats with ability 
and patriotism enough to serve their 
country in this delicate matter. 

Instead of complaining of the fact 
that a majority ef the commission is 
composed of republicans, we are proud 
of the fact that Mr. Cleveland, after 
looking abroad over the country and 
communing with himself, has found two 
democrats in whom he can repose con- 
fidence and in whom he can discern real 
ability. It shows that there is life in 
the old land yet, and the party ought 
to get in some not too conspicuous spot 
and shake hands with itself. 

We feel in our bones that if Mr. 
Cleveland had taken the time 8 and 
trouble necessary he could have found 
one more democrat able and respecta- 
ble enough to serve on the commission. 
We feel, too, that there are more than 
three democrats in the country who 
have ability enough to serve their coun- 
try and their party in such matters as 
the Venezuelan affair; but we are not 
going to say so in very loud tones for 
fear that some of the sensitive cuckoos 
and patronage heroes in this region 
would cry out that we are making a 
personal attack on Mr. Cleveland and 
abusing the administration. 

No; we are not going to complain in 
loud tones of the republican majority 
on the Venezuelan commission. Under 
the circumstances we are glad that there 
are two democrats, and we should feel 
that it wasa victory for the party if we 
had only one member. As matters stand, 
we have as many democrats on the com- 
mission as a republican president would 
have appointed, and there is a big slice 
of comfort in that. 

The commission as it stands is a very 
able ‘body. Its members are all 
men of distinction and the _ ver- 
dict they render will have the con- 
fidence of the people. They are 
conservative and peace loving citi- 
zens, and would not hastily render an 
opinion that would embroil their coun- 
try in a war with the British. At the 
same time they are patriotic Americans, 
and would not permit their love of peace 
to influence them to surrender any prin- 
ciple covered by the Monroe doctrine. 
The spirit that was behind the enun- 
ciation of that doctrine is as vital today 
as it was at the establishment of the 
republic. If it were not, the safety of 
our free institutions would be at the 
merey of any marauding European gov- 
ernment that might find it convenient 
to establish itself here. 
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A New Era in the Cotton Industry. 

Perhaps no feature of the exposition 
impressed southern visitors more than 
the American cotton picker which was 
successfully operated day after day ina 
cotton field behind the manufactures 
building. ; ! 

Thousands of farmers witnessed the 
work of this machine, and the general 
verdict was highly favorable. 

It is claimed that the machine will do 
the work of forty human pickers. All 
that it requires is two mules and a 
driver. It picks 94 per cent of the cot- 
ton on the plant without injuring it, and 
the cotton is cleanly lifted out of the 
bolls without the trash which a good, 
fast picker would get. As a rule the 
planters who saw it agreed that it is 
an invention fully as important as the 
cotton gin. The machine was operated 
in a typical cotton field under the eyes 
of experienced planters from many 
states, who would hay® been quick to 
point out a defect if they had been able 
to find one. 

The special committee appointed by 
the board of directors.to witness the 
operation of the picker reported that 
they had seen it pick upwards of 95 per 
cent of the cotton on the plant without 
injury to leaf, bloom or green boll, and 
that the sample was as good or Detter 
than the average hand-picked cotton. A 
special gold medal was voted to the 
American Cotton Picker Company, of 
Pittsburg, Pa., and the committee ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was of the 
utmost importance that the fact of the 
presence of a successful and practical 
cotton picker at the exposition should 
be made widely known throughout the 
cotton belt, The report was unanimous- 
ly adopted. 

Of course, we do not assume the re- 
sponsibility of declaring that this cot- 
ton picker is a perfect machine. It in- 
terests us because it seems to go far 
toward theoretically and _ practically 
solving a great problem, and it gives us 
reason to believe that this machine or 
one somewhat similar will in the near 
future revolutionize our cotton indus- 
try. Picking is the great item of cost 
in the production of cotton, costing in 


some localities half the amount received | 


for the staple in market. Roughly es- 
timated, the value of the crop in 1894 
was $225,000,000 and it cost over $90,- 
000,000 to pick it. ‘ 

If we can get a satisfactory machine 
which will do the work of forty men 
in picking cotton it will be seen that 
an immense reduction can be made in 
the cost of production, 

The idea of a cotton picker is not a 
new one, It has been worked on for 
years, and the inventor of the present 


machine, Mr. Angus Campbell, of Pitts- 
burg, has been experimenting with his 
invention for ten years.” It does not 
matter whether this machine answers 
the purpose or not: The point is simply 
this—is the cotton picker something 
feasible, practical and satisfactory? An- 
swer this question in the affirmative 
and human ingenuity will do the rest. 
If the exposition has done nothing more 
‘than to bring such an invention to the 
front and make it evident that it will 
be a factor of industry in the near 
future, it will be the crowning glory of 
our great show. When we get a ma- 
chine that will cheapen the cost of cot- 
ton production nearly one half, our 
planters will be on the road to wealth. 


England’s Preparations. 

Mr. E. Greenough Scott, an American 
historical writer of some note, calls at- 
tention to the fact that for more than a 
century England has been deliberately 
marking out and taking possession of 
sites which will enable her to control 
the policy of the United States. On the 
other hand this country has assumed the 
attitude of a sleeping giant. It has re- 
mained inactive while the British have 
reached out for everything in sight. 

For one hundred years England has 
inflexibly adhered to a plan which will 
make it difficult and dangerous for the 
United States to oppose her with force. 
After the peace of Versailles England 
was left in possession of British Ameri- 
ca and the Atlantic islands, and with 
these and other rapidly acquired posses- 
sions she has hemmed us in on the 
north, south, east and west. Her out- 
posts practically surround us. ‘They are 
bristling with guns, and at a few hours’ 
notice they can send out fleets which 
would blockade our ports and destroy 
our commerce. Halifax has a harbor 
capable of holding the entire British 
navy, and it is strongly fortified. The 
Bermudas are fortified, provisioned and 
equipped with dry docks adequate for 
the repair of the largest fleets, Our ves- 
sels, between our coast and Europe as 
far south as Charleston, must pass be- 
tween Halifax and Bermuda. 

Off Florida the Bahamas command 
the entrance to the gulf. Then, there 
is Jamaica, and Belize on the continent, 
both menacing the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi and the route across the isthmus. 
This is not all. There are the Barba- 
does, British Guiana and Santa Lucia in 
the Windward islands. Every point is a 
depot of supplies, with provisions for 
refitting a navy. 

On the north the Intercolonial railway 
connects St. John, New Brunswick, and 
Halifax with the-St: Lawrence below 
@uebec. At Kingston a strong post 
guards the southern terminus of the 
Rodeau canal. Quebec and Vancou- 
ver’s island are connected by a road 
built with view to military use. The 
military works at Vancouver absolute- 
ly command the straits through which 
American vessels must pass into and 
out of Puget sound. From Vancouver 
subsidized steamships ready to be 
turned into British war vessels ply 
their way to Japan and the South sea, 
where the British have coaling stations 
and harbors, 

From this brief summary it will ap- 
pear that in the event of war England 
is prepared to do us considerable dam- 
age from the start. Henceforth it 
should be our policy to fortify our sea- 
board and checkmate British aggression 
everywhere on this hemisphere when it 
comes in conflict with the Monroe doc- 
trine. Let us prevent war by preparing 
for it. : 
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An Incident of the Exposition. 

The St. Louis Republie in an editorial 
on Negro Day at the exposition says: 

But the feature characteristic of the day 
was the attendance of the negro servants 
whose ‘‘mistresses’ gave them gate fees 
and pocket change, and then, in order 
that the day might be thoroughly enjoyed, 
did the housework themselves. 

Such an occurrence would have been im- 
possible. in any northern city. At the 
world’s Columbian exposition days were 
set apart for each nationality, but if any 
of the prominent families in that city gave 
their Swede or Irish or German domestics 
gate money and pocket change the fact 
was not reported in the newspapers and 
the instances were too rare to excite com- 
ment. 

The idea that they were doing anything 
unusual in caring for their negro servants 
in this paternalistic fashion did not occur 
to the white population of Atlanta. They 
had become accustomed to looking after 
the innocent pleasures as well as the sup- 
port of the negroes whom they employed, 
and would have no more thought of fail- 
ing in this respect than of neglecting to 
respond when Dinah had caught the 
“Christmas gift’ at the family breakfast. 

We have no doubt that our white peo- 
ple paid the way of a hundred of their 
colored employes into the exposition for 
every white servant who was so favored 
at the world’s fair. 

But this is the old-fashioned southern 
way, and it is so much a matter of 
course that it is something of a surprise 
to us to find it commented on in the 


outside papers, 

. The southern whites took an active 
interest in the negro exhibit, and they 
were gratified exceedingly to find their 
black neighbors making such a credita- 
ble showing. The southern idea is that 
the progress of the negro race speaks 
well for this section and refutes many 
slanders and corrects many mistaken 
impressions, 
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Atlanta’s Next Exposition. 

We do not know when it is coming, 
nor do we know what it will be, but 
this popular convention city cannot go 
very long without another national, or 
international gathering. sf 

The next time we have an exposition 
or fair why not run it from May until 
December? Between those months our 
climate is at its best. As a summer 
resort Atlanta should draw people from 
all parts of the continent. All that we 
need is something to attract them, 


In order to draw large crowds of vis- | 


itors we must have certain amusement 
features which will entertain them. We 
need an auditorium, summer theaters, 
and all that sort of thing. Then, we 
must spend a little more money on our 
parks and pleasure grounds, and if pos- 
sible have something like an exposition 
or a fair to attract. 

With the proper attention paid to 
these matters we could make our city 
the Paris of the south and have it full 
of strangers all the year round. It will 


| be a long time before we duplicate the 


recent exposition, but there is no reason | 


why we should not organize other at- 
tractions of an educational and enter- 
taining nature... Atlanta will always 
draw the crowds when she opens the 
gates of a big show. 


Give Tobacco a Trial. 

The Florida Citizen urges its readers 
to give tobacco culture a trial, and it 
says that farmers in all parts of the 
state will experiment with a small crop 
next spring. | 

A Qonnecticut man who went to 
Florida a short time ago is running a 
tobacco farm about fifteen miles above 
Fort Myers. He cures his tobacco by 
Cuban methods, and uses only Cuban 
seed. He planted five acres the first 
year, fifteen the second year, and twen- 
ty-five this year, and next year he will 
plant fifty acres. Each year he meets 
with a.greater degree of success. 

Before the war tobacco culture was a 
success in several southern states, and 
in the early part of this century it was 
one of the leading industries of Georgia. 
Oxperts say that it would be highly 
profitable here now, and our farmers 
should give it a fair test. 

If tobacco will do well as far east as 
Connecticut and as far west as Missouri 


we feel confident that it can be made to 
pay in the Piedmont region, and espec- 
ially in Georgia. Wish the proper care 
it can be made a very fine cash crop 
in this state. 
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Problems Worth Studying. 

The average Atlanta man need not 
bother himself about the Venezuelan 
question, and he need not xive much 
time to the situation in Armenia and in 
Cuba. 

There are other matters to be consid- 
ered by our home people. How shall 
we start new and successful industries 
which will build up our city and give 
steady and profitable employment to 
our wage workers? The men whe solve 
this problem do more for their fellow 
men than the statesmen who are giving 
their time and attention to foreign ques- 
tions, 

The man who starts a new factory 
here will be a greater benefactor than 
the politician who captures the coun- 
try with a brilliant speech on the finan- 
cial question. 

If our people will pull together and 
build up our industries and make our 
entire population self-supporting and 
happy they will be marching onward 
and upward, even though other commu- 
nities may suffer. This is our home 
problem, and the successful manner in 
which Atlanta has dealt with the hard 
times bugbear encourages us to hope 
that she can make herself equal to any 
emergency. If we try to make our city 
a bee hive of commerce and industry 
we can do it.

He -was treated 
for ulcer of the stomach, then for stricture 
of the esophagus, ending in entire loss of 
the ability to drink or gwallow.

He 
estimated the amount of albuminous food, 
amount of sugar, starch and carbon neces- 
sary to build up the wasted tissue and re- 
tain it in working order. Everything is 
thoroughly cooked, crushed to a pulp and 
mixed and strained until it is about the 
consistency of heavy consomme, Colonel 
Murphy is fed by his persona! attendant 
and nurse, a young man trained by Dr.

ABOUT VENEZUELA. 


Facts That Have Not Appeared in the 
Diplomatic Correspondence. 
From The New York Sun, 

The area of Venezuela is 632,000 square 
miles—larger than that of any country in 
Europe except Russia, and larger than 
that of any state in the United States. 
The area of Texas is 265,000 square miles. 

The population of Venezuela by the last 
census was 2,550,000. This is more than 
Denmark’s and less than Switzerland’s. 
It is about the same as that of Massachu- 
setts. The last official estimate of the pop- 
ulation of Massachusetts, made on Janu- 
ary 1, 1894, was 2,472,000. By the federal 


census of five years ago the population 
of Massachusetts was 2,228,000, 

Caracas, the capital and chief city cf 
Venezuela, has a population of 70,000, or less 
than that of Fall River. It is built on an 
elevation of 3,000 feet above the sea level. 
It was founded in 1567. Caracas is an in- 
dian name; the name of the Indians of tlie 
ne‘ghborhood which the Spanish pioneers 
affixed to the original title of the new town, 
Santiago de Leon. In f812, the year of the 
latest American war with Great Britain, 
an earthquake in Caracas buried 12,000 per- 
sons in the ruins of a part of the city. The 
date of this earthquake was March 26th, 

There are 200,000,000 acres of forest lands 
in the republic of Venezuela. Rosewood, 
satinwood, mahogany, amd white and black 
ebony are found. 

The distance from New York to La Guay- 
ra, ‘the port of Caracas, is 2,200 miles, In 
addition to coffee, gold and fine woods V en- 
ezuela exports hides, cocoa and caitie. 
The distance from La Guayra to London 
is nearly 5,000 miles, 

The salary of the American minister to 
Venezuela.is $7,500, The rank of Venezuela's 
representative at Washington is that ol 
envoy extraordinary and minister plenipo- 
tentiary. Although Venezuela has been 
for many years a republic, its official rep- 
resentatives are profound believers in a 
conventional obserfance of : Official eti- 
quette. A considerable number of diplo- 
matic disputes have taken place between 
the Venezuela state department and the 
representatives of various foreign govern- 
ments over details of routine and usage. 

On the north shore of Venezuela, or 
rather to the north of that republic, are 
several islands cf greater fame than large 
area, particularly the island of Curacoa, 
a Dutch possession; the island of Trinidad, 
a British possession; the island of Tortuga, 
and the british isle of St. George. 

Some of the most picturesque and loqua- 
cious parrots and lively cockatoog come 
from Venezuela. 

The length of Venezuela from east to 
west is 900 miles, and from north to south, 
775 miles, ’ 

There are fourteen varieties of monkeys 
in Venezuela and no cuck.0s. The name 
Venezuela means Little Venice. 

The coffee crop of Venezuela amounts to 
$15,000,000 a year in value. The average 
crop is 60,000 tons of coffee, Two-thirds of 
this product is exported, mostly to Eng- 
land. Maracaibo is one of the centers of 
trade; Maracaibo coffee is known every- 
where. 

Venezuela first made declaration of its 
independence in 1810. The present republic 
wag formed in 1830, in the same year that 
Belgium became an independent monarchy. 
The rival politica} parties in Venezuela are 
the unionists and the federalists. The 
former favor a centralized government; the 
latter are for home rule. Both are oppos- 
ed to foreign invasion, encroachment or 
confiscation. 

The army of Venezuela on a peace fvot- 
ing consists of 1,000 horsemen, 4,000 infan- 
try soldiers and 1,000 artillerymen, exclu- 
sive of the loca] militia and _ irregular 
troeps. By the law of Venezuela all citi- 
zens between the ages of 18 and 46 (both in- 
clusive) are liable to service in the nation- 
al militia. 

The average gold product of Venezuela 
in a year is $1,000,000. The standard of val- 
ue in the republic of Venezuela is the boii- 
var, so called after Simon Bolivar, and the 
value of it is the same ag a French franc— 
19.3 cents. Venezuela does not produce sil- 
ver. Much of the foreign debt is held in 
England. The exports of Venezuela exceed

M. Jean Germain made a fuli statement 
oe as to his past life and occupa-

“I came to America,” said he, “from 
Peris, and landed in New York July #4, 
18338.

came to America a few days later. After 
Sandow’s arrival I was empluyed by him 
as his private secretary and was with him 
for fourteen months in that capacily.

He Comes to Atlanta.

I am still 
connected with the Trocadero company 
and am now engaged in soliciting city ad- 
vertisements for the programme.”

Lorenzo Jones, the liveryman, accompanied 
by two ladies, bought tickets for admis- 
sion at the door of the Trocadero.

The story, as told by the employe of the 
hotel, is, in substance, as follows: 

On the night of the 23d of December I 
was sent for by the call boy, who told me 
to go to the room of Mr. Germain. I 
went at once, and found that he and his 
wife had been quarreling. From what I 
learned it appeared that he had secured 
some of her jewelry, which had been pawn- 
ed for about $250. She was seolding him 
for taking the jewelry and threw an: ink 
bottle at him, which missed him. I caught 
her arm, and she promised me that she 
would not injure her husband. 

“I just wanted to mark him,’ she said.”’ 


Germain’s Statement. 

When Monsieur Germain was asked about 
the hotel incident he said that it was but a 
little trouble between himself and wife, 
and that it was the first trouble that had 
ever occurred, 

“That is a private matter of mine, and 
I do not think it has anything to do with 
the challenging of Mr. Rountree. A man 
and his wife may have many matters that 
exist between them that are not public 
property, and whi I admit that there 
was a slight misunderstanding between us 
on the night stated, yet it was nothing to 
speak of, and all that was said was said 
in @ passion and was forgiven and forgot- 
ten. I love my wife and she loves me, 
and we both regret any unkind word that 
may have passed between us. 

All Will Be Explained. 

“All will be explained in due time,” said 
Monsieur Germain last night, 

“I am not going to leave Atlanta till I 
have proven my identity to the satisfac- 
tion of all. Many unkind things have been 
said about me since the occurrence at the 
Capital City Club, but I will yet be able to 
show that I am entitled to introduction into 
the best of society. My experience has 
been very large, and I have been received 
by many courts and dignitaries. You may 
be sure that I will be heard from later.” 

Madame Germain is a beautiful woman, 
and is just twenty-one years old. She has 
been married only eighteen months, and 
met her husband in England. She has rel- 
atives in Ame.vica and friends in San Fran- 
cisco. 

“I think things have got to a very pe- 
culiar crisis when our names are printed 
in all of the papers and we are published 
as being what we are not. 

“I am heartily disgusted with the result 
of the club episode, and will be glad when 
we leave Atlanta. We have not been treat- 
ed at all as wea should have been.”’ 

In Regard to His Wife. 

Monsieur Germain was asked what he 
said about Madame Germain not being his 
wife when the incident at the club occur- 
red. 

“I did say that she was not my wife, but 
when'I said that I was not responsible for 
what I was doing. The truth of the whole 
matter is, my wife was overcome by wine, 
and to this was due the result of the even- 
ing. She had never drank American wines, 


(as we had been in Atlanta only a short 
“time previous to the occurrence. 


A friend 
whom I had met since coming to the city 
was with us at the Trocadero, and he or- 
dered wine. We all drank, but being un- 
accustomed to the effects of the liquid, it 
made us drunk to a certain degree. 

“I pawned the jewelry because I had 
failed to receive my allowance and was 
needing some money. I also had several 
eases of silk underwear in bond in New 
York, which was being held for duty. Il 
paid much of the money to the customs 
agent in New York that I1 received from 
the articles which had been pawned. 

Germain says he will send for the mar- 
riage certificate and will also obtain other 
certificates and papers, which he will use 
in proving that he is a gentleman and a 
correspondent of the Paris Figaro. He 
will begin at once, he says, and will pre- 
pare a statement for publication, 

They Won’t Talk. 

Major Livingston Mims, president of the 
Capital City Club, was called on for a 
statement concerning the trouble, yester- 
day, but declined to talk.

Oliver Johnson’s Story. 


Oliver Johnson, the night clerk at the 
Aragon, who introduced Mr. De Germain to 
Mr. Rountree, last night furnished the 
following statement:

D0 NOT COMPLAIN 


The Exposition Directors Pleased with 
the Year’s Business. 


$425,000 IN GOOD ASSETS 


The Total Liabilities Have Been Re- 
duced to $118,000. 


EXPOSITION A SUCCESS FINANCIALLY 


It Will Take Some Time To Wind Up 
Matters, but Every Dollar Will 
Likely Be Paid. 


* 


The directors of the Cotton States and 
International exposition have no reasou 
to fecl blue over the situation. Indecd, 
the figures will show, as s0o0n as the in- 
ventory of the exposition’s business is 
con pleted, that only a very small amount 
of indebtedness will remain and this may 
possibly be reduced to a mere cipher. 

The total debt of the exposition at this 
time in round numbers is something in 
the close neighborhood of $118,000. But 
against this indebtedness the property 
owned by the exposition is valued at $400,- 
00, original cost of the buildings; and $s,- 
000 in cash remains unexpended in the treas- 
ury, making a total of $425,000 in estimated 
assets. Of course, they cannot realize the 
full amount of the cost of the buildings 
when they are sold. What the buildings 
will bring in attual cash is a matter ot 
pure speculation. 

From this amount sufficient money, by 
judicious management, can no doubt be 
realized to cover all the liabilities of the 
exposition. 

The debts of the exposition may be ana- 
lyzed in the following manner: On the 
first issue of bonds the sum of $13,000 is 
aye: on the second issue $50,000 is due. 

e floating debt of the exposition on the 
27th of December was $75,000. This, how- 
ever, has since been reduced to $60,000. Of 
this sum $10,000 is dus the railroads, but 
on good authority it is learned that ho 
demand for this money will be made by the 


| railroads, 


This virtually reduces the floating debt 
of the exposition at the present time to 
only $50,000. Adding this to the amount due 
on the two bond issues, which is $68,000, 
the total indebtedness of the exposition 
to all creditors and parties interested is 
$118,000. ee 

The cash assets on hand amounting to 
$25,000 will reduce this amount considera- 
bly. The buildings and other property val- 
ued at $400,000 will cancel the remainder 
of the debt if they bring in the market 
only one-fourth the actual cost of construc- 
tion. 

It will take several weeks, of course, 
to wind up the business and convert the 
property of the exposition into cash, but 
patience and careful management on the 
part of the exposition directors will ac- 
complish this result. 

A verified statement for the benefit of the 
directors is now being prepared. This 
statement will be completed in detail pos- 
sibly this week and will give the results 
of the exposition’s business as they have 
already becn eubstanvially indicated, 


An Interesting Study. 

The comparative receipts for the different 
days during the exposition makes al in- 
teresting study. It is a fact conceded 
everywhere that the attendance at the cx- 
position for the entire time was deplora- 
bly short. Another notable fact was the 
great patronage from the north. A greater 
attendance came from that section than 
was ever counted on; and could the rec- 
ords of the exposition have been kept in 
such a way‘that they could show the resi- 
dence of eac.4 visitor it would have been 
founc that the «great majority came from 
the ncrthern states. 

Arother perceptible feature in the at- 
tencance was the indifference of the At- 
lanta people. It was a hard matier to 
draw ovt the home people to the grounds. 

The largest day of the exposition by far 
was November 28th. This was Inman day, 
Atlanta day, South Carolina day, Univer- 
sity day and Savannah day. The amount 
paid in for admissions for that day was 
$23,650.25. A great nuniber of these were 
children and the receipts from concessions 
were proportionately high. 

The authentic records for that day show- 
ed an attendance of 61,000. 

Next to that in point of total receipts was 
November 20th. 

This was a day set aside for no especial 
cause. It will be remembered that on one 
off day the atteadance took such a sudden 
jump that it caused surprise everywhere, 
It. was oma of those sudden and inexplica- 
ble increases. The receipts for this day 
amounted to $12,769.75. 

Next in point of attendance was Cleve- 
land day, when the total amount taken 
in for admissions and concessions was §i0,- 
991.97. 

The attendance on this day was not what 
it Was expected to be, but for the next 
two or three days it held up very well. 

On November llth, which was Illinois 
day, the paid admission was $3,304.65. 

Chicago day came next with a paid at- 
tendance of $5,998.25. This was oue vf the 
most eventful days of the exposition. 

In many cases on large days the small 
attendance was due to the fact that the 
bodies of military acting as-escorts to 
governors Were admitted free. 

On every day of the fair the attendance 
was smaller than was expected by the of- 
licers. -

A Peachtree Jeweler Arraigned on a 
Charge by His Clerk.

LAW AND THE HOTEL. 


THE JACKSON HOTEL INVOLVED 
IN SOME LITIGATION. 


The Hotel Now in the Hands of Mr. 


W. A. Camp, Being Operated for 
, the Jackson Estate. 


The Jackson hotel, corner South Pryor 
and Alabama streets, was the subject of 
some lively litigation for possession yester- 
day. 

It appears that the Jackson Hotel Com- 
pany operating the hotel, leased the hotel 
for 100 days, at the rate of $100 per day. 
The period covered the exposition season. 
On the ist of January the company de- 
faulted payment in the sum of $3,000. Un- 
der the circumstances the Jackson estate, 
which owns the property, deemed it ad- 
visable to protect themselves by the levy 
of an attachment on the furnishings: for 
the $3;000, balance due on the contract. In 
pursuance of this plan Mr. Wilmer Moore, 
administrator of the estate, sued out an 
attachment, and at 1 o’clock yesterday 
service was made on Mr. W. A. Camp, 
manager of the hotel. 

Meanwhile the Brown, Bradbury & Cat- 
lett Furniture Company, creditors in the 
sum of $667 balance on an account of $3,100, 
learned of the contemplated move on the 
part of the administrator, and sued out an 
attachment. also on the furniture. This 
paper was immediately served by Deputy 
Sheriff Austin about the same time or a 
Wittle earlier. However, fhe latter was 
in possession of the hotel up to 2 o’clock, 
when the representatives of the estate 
and the hotel company held a conference, 
discussed the whole situation and finally 
agreed to turn over the entire property to 
the popular manager, Mr. W. A. Camp, 
to be operated as the first-class hostelry 
that it is) Manager Camp gave his re- 
ceipt to Deputy Sheriff Austin for the 
furniture covered by the attachment and 
the matter will be left to the courts for 
final settlement. 

The result of the foregoing action does 
away with the Jackson Hotel Company. 
Manager Camp is now operating the hotel 
for the Jackson estate. The house was 
never closed, but has been and is now 
in full operation, enjoyinb its well- 
earned popularity of a tirst-class hotel. 
Mr. Camp will keep it up to the present 
high standard of service. 

It will be remembered that some weeks 
ago the Brunswick-Balke Callender Com- 
pany, Chicago, sought to repossess them- 
selves by due process of law of the furni- 
ture and fixtures placed in the Jackson 
house. The hotel company, however, pro- 
tected itself by securing an injunction 
against such an action. This matter was 
finally settled in a way in favor of the 
company.

Yesterday afternoon Happoldt called at 
the house under the influence of intoxicants 


and in a very bad humor. Mrs. Scott had ; 


received a telegram from Huntsville stat- 
ing that her six-year-old daughter was sick 
and advising her to return home. She 
showed the telegram to Happoldt and told 
him that she was going back to Alabariia: 
The man became angry and began to quar- 
rel with Mrs. Scott, telling her to remam 
in Atlanta. 

After quarreling a few minutes Happoldt 
grabbed Mrs. Scott and after choking her, 
threatened to kill her, according to her 
Statement.

present year, that Mr. Mason was in de- 
fault as treasurer in the sum of $15,000 for 
the years 1893 and 1894, and issued an ex- 
ecution against him and ‘his securities for 
the amount. This execution was levied 
upon much valuable real estate belonging 
to the defendants. They thereupon filed af- 
fidavits of illegality to the execution, in 
which affidavits they set up that Mr. Ma- 
son was in no default whatever, but could 
fully account for every dollar of the money 
which he had received as treasurer. 

Some time in August, 1895, the county 
commissioners, upon further investigation, 
determined that he was in default for the 
years 1891 and 1892 in the sum of $10,000, and 
issued an execution for this amount against 
him and his sureties. This execution being 
levied upon property of the defendants, 
they met it by the same defense which 
was offered to the first execution. The 
cases, involving matters of account and be- 
ing of the same character, were all referred 
to Hon. James M. Pace, of Covington, as 
auditor, with authority to hear all the evi- 
dence submitted by the respective parties 
and report his findings to the court. The 
trial before him has been in’ progress five 
days. The evidence has aJl been introduced 
and Monday, January 13th, has been set 
for the argument. The case has excited 
profound interest among the people of De- 
Kalb, both because of the large amount in- 
volved and the character of Mr. Mason, 
which has heretofore been absolutely free 
from reproach. The county is represented 
by Colonel Milton A, Candler and the de- 
fendant by Colonel W. H. Hulsey and 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke, of the Atlanta 
bar, and Mr. Braswell, of Decatur. 


TO MINE SOUTHERN GOLD. 


Big Organization of Northern Capi- 
talists Has Been Formed. 

Baltimore, Md., January 2.—A _ special 
dispatch to The Manufacturers’ Record 
says that N. K. Fairbank, the! millionaire 
lard refiner of Chicago; Messrs. E. K. Wil- 
lard and L. D. Hooper, bankers of New 
York; General L. M. Logan, of Richmond, 
Va., and others have organized at Kidh- 
mond, the Piedmont Gold Belt (chartered) 
company, with a capital of $2,000,000 for 
the purpose of developing on a very exten- 
sive scale large gold mining property cov- 
ering several thousand acres in Bucking- 
ham county, Virginia. 

These northern and western capitalists, 
it is reported, have made a thorough inves- 
tigation of the gold-bearing ores of tnat 
territory and have found such remarkably 
favorable conditions that it is claimed they 
have secured control of the entire district 
and that their operations will be very 
large. Investigations of experts and analy- 
sis of the ores, it is claimed, show an 
average of these ores give a very much 
better percentage of gold than either tne 
South Africa or the Cripple Creek dis- 
tricts.

Several Have Caught the Measles Dur- 
ing the Period of Their In- 
carceration There. 


The sanitary condition of Fulton county 


jail has been called to the attention of 


Judge Newman, 

Recently two federal prisoners died in 
jail as the result of illness contracted dur- 
ing tne period of their incarceration. Sev- 
eral days ago an epidemic of measles broke 
out among the prisoners and the health 
of all the inmates of the jail is seriously 
threatened. 

Acting upon this information Judge New- 
man issued an order yesterday afternoon 
providing for the removal of all federal 
prisoners in the Fulton county jail and 
directed all United States commissioners 


to commit offenders to the nearest con-} 


venient local jails for safekeeping. This 
order will be operative until further notice 
is given by Judge Newman, 

Several years ago a contract was mrade 
with the county ‘for the safekeeping of 
federal prisoners. A separate account of 
these prisoners is kept at the jail and a 
bill is presented! to the government at 
stated intervals covering all the expenses 
a.ising from the care and sakekeeping of 
the prisoners, .As the government has no 
jail of its own in the northern district 
of Georgia an arrangement of this kind 
with the local jails is necessary. 

Until the prisoners in Fulton county jail 
recover from the measles and such puri- 
fying measures are adopted to bring about 
& proper sanitary condition, as the present 
Situation urgently demands, the govern- 
ment contract with the jail will be sus- 
pended.

Interesting Question Hingeing Upon To- 
day’s Meeting of the Tech Board. 


WHAT DR. HOPKINS SAYS 


Did Not Resign Because of the House 
Action but Because of Other - 
Pressing Duties. 


¢ 


If reports count for aught the meeting 
of the board of trustees of the Georgia 
Technological school.«calied for today in 
this city promises to furnish some devel- 
opments of a lively character along the 
line of resignations. 

Since the action of the last legislature in 
refusing to make certain additional ap- 
propriations for this institution of learn- 
ing the trustees in question have not been 
satisfted and report has it that Hon. N. E. 
Harris, the chairman, and other members 
of the board would resign. This board is 
composed of the following gentlemen: 
Messrs. N. E. Harris, chairman, Macon; 
George Winship, H. H. Miles, Sam Inman, 
Atlanta; OCokhumbus Heard, Green county; 
E. R. Hodgson, Athens, and O. 8S. Porter, 
Covington, 

It is generally believed that the legisla- 
ture’s adverse action towards the school 
is the direct cause of these reports of 
resignation on the part of members of 
the board. 

For many years the legislature has made 
an annual appropriation of $22,500 for the 
support of this school of technology. This 
amount Was not changed by the last gen- 
eral assembly. In addition to the sum, 
however, Senator Harris, of Macon, had 
introduced a bill during the last session 
to -appropriate $15,000 for the purpose of 


building @ dormitory for this growing 


school. Ah amendment to appropriate 
$5,000 more to equip the imstitution with 
an electrical department was made to 
another bill. Both of these appropriations 
were voted down im the house of repre- 
sentatives, leaving the school only the 
regular appropriation to operate upon 
without dmprovements, which are much 
needed. 

Subsequent to the adjournment of the 
legislature Dr. Isaac S. Hopkins, the presi- 
dent of the school, sent in his resignation. 
It was reported that his action was the 
result of the school’s failure to secure the 
additional appropriations in question. 

Dr. Hopkins returmed from Macon 
yesterday and was seen by a reporter with 
reference to the matter. He said tHat his 
action was not due to any feeling of 
pique on this part, but that his duties as 
pastor of the First Methodist church here, 
to which charge he was recently elected, 
were more numerous and required ail of 
h's time and adtention to discharge. On 
this account he said he did mot feel that 
he could do justice to the schiool and his 
large church, too. He regretted that his 
motives had been misunderstood and mis- 
construed. He will sever all conmection 
with the school and devote his time to 
his church. 

The acceptance of this resignation, which 
is final, will devolve upon the trustees to- 
day. It is very Kikely a successor to Dr. 
Hopkins will be elected. So far as could 
be ascertained there is mo avowed appli- 
cants for the high office. Several names 
have been mentioned, however, in connec- 
tion with the presidency. They are Dr. 
W. L. Jones and Professor Lyman Hail, , 
both prominent educators. Nothing is 
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known as to the probable action of the 


» board. What is dome remains to be seen 


today. Dr. Hopkins was asked with refer- 
ence to the probable action of the board 
in electing a new president, also in the 
board’s resignation. He preferred not to 
talk on the subject, since all said would 
be premature and indiscrect. He did not 
know of any probable applicants for his 
office. 

The other local members of the board 
refrained from anticipating the action of 
the body. They neither affirm or deny the 
report of resignation of the board. 


Tae governor was seen, but he had no 
informaition to give out. He stated, how- 
ever, that he thhad heard the report that 
Mr. Harris would re-vign from the board, 
but no resignation from any of the trus- 
tees ‘had been received or filed at the 
executive office. 

The board meeting and its action will 
be. watched | with keen interest. 


DR. POWELL HONORED. 


Resolutions of Respect to His Mem- 
ory Adopted. 

At a recent meeting ,of the graduates of 
the Southern Medical ‘college, held for the 
purpose of taking suitable action in regard 
to the death of Dr. Thomas S. Powell, 
the lamented president of that institution, 
a committee, consisting of Dr. B. W. Biz- 
zell, Dr. W. B. Parks and Dr. A. R. 
Holderby, was appointed to draft resolu- 


tions. 
The committee finished its work yester- 
day and the following resolutions are re- 


ported: ' 

‘“‘Whereas, in the providence of an all- 
wise God, our beloved and honored presi- 
dent, Dr. Thomas S. Powell, has been 
suddenly removed from. our midst by the 
hand of death; therefore, be it 

‘‘Resolved, That in the death of Dr. 
Powell, we, the Alunrni Association of the, 
Southern Medical College, and the entire 
community, have sustained a great loss. 
The position as president and professor, 
which he held for so many years with 
such marked ability and efficiency, cannot 
be easily filled. The moral and religious 
influence which he exerted over the hun- 
dreds of students who have sat under his 
instruction, will deep and lasting. 
Eternity alone will reveal the incalculable 
benefits of Dr. Powell’s life and teachings 
to the young men who have gone out 


‘from the college and through them to the 


world. His general and sympathetic na- 
ture drew the hearts of his students to 
him and made them to realize that in him 
they had a friend indeed. Few men have 
Jeft behind them a nobler record of self- 
sacrificing deeds and of unselfish devotion 
to duty. Truly has his work been well 
done; his grand life beautifully rounded 
out, and many are the monuments of his 
heroic struggle and of his useful life left 
behind hinr to honor his name and .per- 

tuate his memory. He is not dead, but

No action has yet been taken in regard 
to the place made vacant by Dr. Powell’s’ 
death. Dr. William Perrin Nicholson stood 
next to Dr. Powell in the administration 
of affairs connected with the college and 
will doubtless succeed him in the presi- 
dential chair of that institution. Dr. 
Nicholson is comparatively a young man 
and is full of progressive methods. In 
addition to this he is one of the foremost 
men in the medical profession. The fac- 
ulty is a very able one, however, and 
there is no lack of presidential timber 
anfong the members of that body. 

The college formally opened after the 
Christmas holidays yesterday morning. 
The students will begin work today in good 
earnest and the work of the college will 
proceed as usual. Dr. Nicholson, as the 
dean of the faculty, will be in charge of 
the institution. He is the only member 
of the original faculty and outranks his 
associates, therefore, in superiority. 
is held in high respect by all of them and 
is very popular with the students.

BAD TICKETS TURNED DOWN 


Each Ticket Is Closely Scrutinized 
and the Slightest Discrepancy 
Is Detected. 


For ways that are dark ané tricks thst 
are vain go to the validating office end 


public do not consider it either a legal 
or @ moral wrng to beat a railroad if it 
can be successfully done. This is a serious 
imlictment. but who thas not seen evi 
dérces of it time and again. 

The average triveler resemts paying 
mcity for railway tickets more than. for 
almest anvthing else. He will pay as 
i:ttle as possible every time. ‘Mho:rsands 
of good respectable citizens buy a ticket 
at a low rate with tthe agreement printed 
on it that he shall not dispose of it He 
signs the agreament and the first thing he 
does upon arriving at his objective point 
is to hurry to a scalper and sell his return 
coupon. 

To check the scalping business the rail- 
ways leading imto Atlanta have required 
passengers who came here at cheap rates 
from a long distance to have their tickeits 
vahdatel before returming. Validation con- 
sisted in signing the ticket in the presence 
of the validating: officer and getting his 
stamp on #. Mr. Jack W. Johasan, of 
Birmingham, vhs app pinted to the re- 
sponsible position. Yesterday afternoon a

He wrote a 
name, but the elerk on comparing the sig- 
nature with the one on tthe face of the 
ticket saw that they did not wave a close 
resemblance and did mot ypear to have 
been written by the s person.

The one who there to do the 
identifying said th he knew the man 
who held the ticket and that he was the 
one whose signgfure appeared on the 
face of the ticket. This did not quite satis- 
fy the clerk, although the man who was 
doing the idemtifying is well known in 
Atlanta.

We camnot 
validate this ticket. You know me well, 
row don’t you?’

A memorandum of 
the ticket was mace amd the man wh 
held st and the one who identified him 
went out looking sold. 

Amother mam came along in a few min- 
utes. He was told to sign tis name. He 
wrote on ‘the back “DD. G. Crofot.’’ Mr.

The reporter 
glanced at the signature and then at the 
autograph on the face. He knew there 
was trouble ahead for that man sure.

Five minutes later the boy reappeared, ac-

Sometimes a magnifying glass was used to 
detect manipulations as in the changing 
of the Himit from December ist, to Decem- 
ber 7th. One man whose signature was 
questioned, explainea the difference by 
Saying that ne had signed the face with 
a sharp-pointed pen and the back with a 
stub pen. A sharp-pointed pen was secured 
and thhe was requested to write his name 
with that. Then the similarity was appa- 
rent, One old gentleman was asked to iden- 
tify himseif. He walked into the hotel of- 
fice and got a clerk to accompany him. ‘The 
clerk said that the gentleman’s name was 
good on a check for $50,000 and this was 
eminently satisfactory to the validating 
man, 

The most pitiful case of all was that of 
a& young man of good family in another 
city who had been detected stamping a 
ticket with the rubber stamp of the validat- 
ing office when he supposed that no one 
was looking. He had’ been a spieler for a 
broker’s office and in addition to the mun- 
ificent salary of $1 a day, was allowed 25 
cents for every ticket which he could work 
through tae validating office. He was 
caught on his third ticket and would have 
had trouble had it not been for his youth 
and good resolutions which he made. 

The railways have had detectives watch- 
ing the ticket brokers al] the time. Four 
very smooth men were brought here from 
New York just to wateh the brokers. In 
addition to these experts, others were 
brought in from time to time and set to 
work. Between them they kept the roads 
very well informed of what was going on 
and they caused many a passenger who 
was traveling on a scalped ticket to pay 
the full fare on the train. 

The fight has been continuous on the 
part of the roads against the brokers all 
the way through and there has not been 
near the money in the business that the 
scalpers expected to make out of it. Dozens 
and dozens of tickets ‘have been turned 
back every day. The validating office has 
made mistakes, for sometimes it is impossi- 
ble for the original purchaser to identify 
himself or otherwise satisfy the vdlidating 
Officials. These persons can gety, their 
money back if they can prove their identi- 
ty to the agent of the company which sold 
them the tickets. 

Mr. Johnson says that his office has han- 
dled nearly a million and a quarter~of 
tickets since September 18th. Quite a num- 
ber of these, no doubt, were validated after 
passing into the hands ‘of a second pur- 
ohaser, One enterprising clerk in a broker’s 
office ordered from New York a counter- 
feit of the stamp used by Mr. Johnson. 
The counterfeit was used for two or three 
days and then the man who had it skipped 
out very suddenly.If the had waited a few 
hours longer he would have been arrested, 
but he grew suspicious and disappeared:

The members of the committee discussed 
the probable receipts of the city from all 
sources for the year 1896, and it was the 
opinion, not only of every member of the 
committee, but of Comptroller Goldsmith, 
that they would be greater in 1896 than 
they were in 1895.

Next Monday the entire personnel of the 
committee may be changed. The members 
of the committee, however, who will con- 
tinue in council after next Monday ex- 
pressed an anxiety and a pronounced desire 
to see the Boys’ High school building com- 
pleted; in fact,. every suggestion made by 
Mr. Inman in his interview published in 
yesterday morning’s Constitution was in- 
dorsed by the members of the committee, 
those retiring as well as those holding 
over. 

After every feature of business had been 
disposed of the bonds which matured in, 
1895, and which were paid last month, were 
produced by Comptroller Goldsmith.

sprinkler drivers, twenty-one barrel wagon 
drivers, with the same number of helpers, 
twenty-two cart men, twenty-nine ‘cart 
boys, twenty-five garbage wagon drivers 
and the same number of helpers, four 
dump wagon drivers and twelve drivers for 
the central street wagons,

WORK OF THE POLICE 


Chief Connolly’s Annual Report an In- 
teresting Document. 


SOME FACTS AND FIGURES 


The Chief Asks for Twenty More Men 
and Recommends the Erection of 
a Sub-Police Station. 


A. E. Connolly, chief of police, has pre- 
pared his annual report for the year just 
past. The report is the fifteenth annual 
one submitted by him and it is a compleic 
and -interesting paper. 

The report will be submitted to the police 
commission to be transmitted to the city 
council. The paper was completed late 
last night. The chief makes a number of 
important recommendations and has pre- 
pared some interesting statistics of the 
work of the police department for the year 
$98, 

The chief's report shows that the total 
amount appropriated dtring last year for 
the police department was $152,183.75. 

The total expenditures for the year, in- 
cluding the expenses of maintaining the 
exposition force, were $147,053.22. 

The chief says that the members of the 
department have been efficient in the dis- 
charge of their duties during the year; 
and notwithstanding the fact that the 
force is smaller in proportion to population 
than other cities of the United States, the 
chief asserts that the prevention and sup- 
pression cf crime will compare favorably 
with that of any other city. 

Compliments His Force. 


partment on their good work during the 
cxposition, both in the city and at the 
grounds, stating that thousands of strang- 
ers visited the city who had to be pro- 
tected, among whom came the usual pro- 
portion of crooks and thieves. He says 
that while there were a number of bur- 
glaries committed which it was impossible

Referring to the smallness of the police 
force in point of numbers, Chief Connolly 
Says: 

“It being a fact that the police force as 
it is organized is too small to protect the 
large territory to be patrolled, and to give 
sufficient: protection to our citizens living 
in the outlying districts, I respectfully re- 
quest that you ask the honorable mayor 
and general council to give a sufficient 
appropriation to the police department to 
add ‘twenty more men to the regular 
feorce.”’ 

For a Sub-Police Station. 
The chief also recommends that a sum 


lot and erect a subpolice station in. the 
scuthwestern portion of the city, reciting 
the fact that the city already has iron 
cages. which could be used, making the 
expense of the station small. The Ghie’ 
thinks that the station would add much 
to the efficiency of the department. 

He recommends the purchase of the elec- 
trical police signal apparatus now in use 
at the exposition grounds police station.

Incidents in a Half Hour at the Yalidat- 
ing Office. 


BAD TICKETS TURNED DOWN 


Each Ticket Is Closely Scrutinized 
and the Slightest Discrepancy 
Is Detected. 


For ways that are dark ane tricks thst 
are vain go to the validating office end 
spend half an hour. The great American 
Public do not consider it either a legal 
ora moral wicng to beat a railroad if it 
can be successfully done. This is a serious 
imlictment. but who ‘has not seen e€vi 
derces of it time and again. 

The average triveler resents paying 
mcney for railway tickets more than for 
almest anything else. He will pay as 
i:ttle as possible every time. ‘Thousands 
of good respectable citizens buy a ticket 
at a low rate with tthe agreement printed 
on it that he shall not dispose of it He 
signs the agreament and the first thing he 
does upon arriving at his objective point 
is to hurry to a scalper and sell his return 
coupon. 

To check the scalping business the rail- 
ways leading imto Atlanta have required 
passengers who came here at cheap rates 
from a long distance to have their tickets 
validated before retunning. Validation con- 
sisted in signing the ticket in the presence 
of the validating: officer and getting his 
Stamp on it. Mr. Jack W. Johasan, of 
Birmingham, wks appointed to the re- 
sponsible position. Yesterday afternoon a 
Comstiiution reporter spent falf an hour 
in Mr. Johnsons office in the Markham 


house and watched the stream of people 


passing in and out. About every three 
minutes a ticket would be refused valida- 
tion. If the signatures do nit correspond 
on ‘the face and back the holder of the 
ticket is subjeated to a polite examina- 
tion. There is no use geiting angry over 
it. That only makes matters worse, for 
the validating officials have the whip hand, 
So to speak. They bave the power to say 
whether the ticket gues or not. If a 
traveler buys from a soalper and then 
fails to satisfy the validating office that 
he is the original purchaser he is out ~he 
“Ket unless the broker makes 
the amount good. Some brokers will do 
this and «thers will not do it. 
Here are cme of the cases that came 
estentayvy a:.ernmoon: 
A mAn presented a ticket amd was asked 
when the was going off. That question is 
ways asked.

He was told where to 
sign the ticket on the back. He wrote a 
name, but the elerk on comparing the sig- 
nature with the one on ‘tthe face of the 
ticket saw that they did not have a close 
resemblance and did mot appear to have 
ibeen written by the same person. But he 
had brought a person along to identify 
him, The one who was there to do the 
identifying. said that he knew the man 
who held the ticket and that he was the 
one whose signature appeared on the 
face of the ticket.

One man whose’ signature was 
questioned, explainea the difference by 
Saying that ne had signed the face with 
a sharp-pointed pen and the back with a 
stub pen. A sharp-pointed pen was secured 
and he was requested to write his name 
with that. Then the similarity was appa- 
rent, One old gentleman was asked to iden- 
tify himseif. He walked into the hotel of- 
fice and got a clerk to accompany him, ‘The 
clerk said that the gentleman’s name was 
good on a cbkeck for $50,000 and this was 
eminently satisfactory to the validating 
man, 

The most pitiful case of all was that of 
& young man of good family in another 
city who had been detected stamping a 
ticket with the rubber stamp of the validat- 
ing office when he supposed that no one 
was looking. He had‘ been a spieler for a 
broker's office and in addition to the mun- 
ificent salary of $1 a day, was allowed 25 
cents for every ticket which he could work 
through tae validating office. .He was 
caught on his third ticket and would have 
had trouble had it not been for his youth 
and good resolutions which he made. 

The railways have had detectives watch- 
ing the ticket brokers all the time. Four 
very smooth men were brought here from 
New York just to watch the brokers. In 
addition to these experts, others were 
brought in from time to time and set to 
work, Between them they kept the roads 
very well informed of what was going on 
and they caused many a passenger who 
was traveling on a scalped ticket to pay 
the full fare on the train. 

The fight has been continuous on. the 
part of the roads against the brokers all 
the way through and there has not been 
near the money in the business that the 
scalpers expected to make out of it. Dozens 
and dozens of tickets thave been turned 
back every day. The validating office has 
made mistakes, for sometimes it is impossi- 
ble for the original purchaser to identify 
himself or otherwise satisfy the validating 
Officials. These persons can get their 
money back if they can prove their identi- 
ty to the agent of the company’ which sold 
them the tickets. 

Mr, Johnson says that his office has han- 
dled nearly a million and a quarter~of 
tickets since September 18th. Quite a num- 
ber of these, no doubt, were validated after 
passing into the thands of a second pur- 
ohaser. One enterprising clerk in a broker’s 
office ordered from New York a counter- 
feit of the stamp used by Mr. Johnson. 
The counterfeit was used for two or three 
days and then the\man who had it skipped 
out very suddenly. If he had waited a few 
hours longer he would have been arrested, 
but he grew suspicious and disappeared.

The Branch of the Council Which 
Handies the Money Meets. 

The finance committee of the general 
council for 1895 met yesterday afternoon 
for the last time. 

Mr. Inman, chairman; Mr. Broyles, Mr. 
Nelms, Mr. Welch of the second, Mr. Bell 
and Mr. Miller were present. 

The annual report of City ‘Treasurer 
Orme and the annual report of @@pptrol- 
ler Goldsmith, a report not yet Wholly 
complete, were presented. Every member 
of the committee Was more than satisfied 
with the figures which composed the two 
reports and upon which the annual report 
of the finance committee which will be 
submitted to the general council for 1596 
will be based. Mr. Inman showed that the 
year of 1895, though the exposition called 
for unforeseen expenses, had been a good 
one financially for Atlanta, as it hgd been 
good in other ways. The annual port of 
the comptroller, Mr, Goldsmith, made 
abeut the same exhibit as did the annual 
report of Mr. Joseph T. Orme, the city 
treasurer, as the,figures of both corre- 
spond in the way of the.total receipts, 
the total’'expenditures and the balance on 
hand. 

The members of the committee discussed 
the probable receipts.of the city from all 
seurces for the year 1896, and it was the 
opinion, not only of every member of the 
committee, but of Comptroller Goldsmith, 
that they would be greater in 1896 than 
they were in 1895. Some suggestions as to 
the expenditures for 1896 were made, but 
nothing definite could be.done, as the 
committee will soon be out of exisjence. 

Next Monday the entire personnel of the 
committee may be changed. The members 
of the committee, however, who will con- 
tinue in council after next Monday ex- 
pressed an anxiety and a pronounced desire 
to see the Boys’ High school building com- 
pleted; in fact,,every suggestion made by 
Mr. Inman in his interview published in 
yesterday morning’s Constitution was in- 
dorsed by the members of the committee, 
those retiring as well as those holding 
over. 

After every feature of business had been 
disposed of the bonds which matured in, 
1898, and which were paid last month, were 
produced by Comptroller Goldsmith. It 
was shown that the bonds—the issue was 
$50,000—had been paid and that the safety 
of the city against the payment of the 
same bonds again lay in the destruction 
of the bonds themselves. A match was 
asked for, and while Mr. Inman held the 
bonds—bonds which the _ city had floated 
easily and promptly  paid—Mr. Howell 
struck the match and in a second there 
was a bright blaze, the smell of burning 
papef?, a pile of ashes and a cinder. 

That was the last of that issue of At- 
lanta’s bonded debt. 

The debt had been paid and the evidence 
of that debt was wiped out by the scratch- 
ing of a match on Mr. Howell's trousers. 


ATLANTA’S SANITARY WORK. 


Chief Inspector Veal Completes His 
Annual Report. 

Chief Sanitary Inspector Veal has just 
completed his annual report, which has 
been placed in the hands of the secretary 
of the board of health, Next Monday, 
when the general council meets, the annual 
report of the board of health will be trans- 
mitted to. the general council and along 
with that paper will go the annual report to 
the board of the chief sanitary inspector. 

Chief Veal’s report is an interesting pa- 
per and will carry much information to 
those who read it. It will show that the 
force has, besides the chief, a clerk, a 
Plumbing inspector, a milk and market in- 
spector, six district inspectors, a@ superin- 
tendent of stables, two road watchmen, 
three blacksmiths, a wood workman, four 
crematory men, eight ditchers, three hos- 
thers, twenty-nine garbage sweepers, ten 
street sweepers, ten wagon drivers, two 
sprinkler drivers, twenty-one barrel wagon 
drivers, with the same number of helpers, 
twenty-two cart men, twenty-nine cart 
boys, twenty-five garbage wagon drivers 
and the same number of helpers, four 
dump wagon drivers and twelve drivers for 
the central street wagons. 

The report shows that the department 
has set aside to it eighty-two acres of land, 
which is to all intents the property of the 
department, and describes the buildings 
and crematory onit. The paper also shows 
the number of houses in Atlanta to be 16,915. 
Number of lots improved this year, ‘302; 
total amount of sanitary tax, $49,443; num- 
ber of premises inspected, 149,625; dead 
animals removed, 3,M2: number loads of 
garbage removed, 123,191; cases made in 
recorder’s court, 152; fines assessed, $495.75; 
plumbing jobs inspected, 1,758. 

The report shows that the total running 
expenses of the department for 1895 were 
$120,900.15. Of that amount $1,000 represent- 
ed the salaries of the board of health and 


$12,190 represented a payment on the Dixon 


crematory. The balance was the expendi- 
tures by the department in every manner. 
The reports show the condition of the road

number of cases Of scarlet fever and 
diphtheria prevalent in 1895.

IWORK OF THE POLICE. 


Chief Connolly's Annual Report em In- 
teresting Document. 


SOME FACTS AND FIGURES 


The Chief Asks for Twenty More Men 
and Recommends the Erection of 
a Sub-Police Station. 


A. E. Connolly, chief of police, has pre- 
pared his annual report for the, year just 
past. The report is the fifteenth annual 
one submitted by him and it is a complete 
and interesting paper. 

The report will be submitted to the police 
commission to be transmitted to the city 
council. The paper was completed late 
last night. The chief makes a*number of 
important recommendations and has pre- 
pared some interesting statistics of the 
work of the pelice department for the year 
1803. 

The chief's report shows that the total 
amount appropriated dtring last year for 
the police department was $152,183.75. 

The total expenditures for the year, in- 
cluding the expenses of maintaining the 
exposition force, were $147,053.22. 

The chief says that the members of the 
department have been efficient in the dis- 
charge of their duties during the year; 
and notwithstanding the fact that the 
force is smaller in proportion to population 
than other cities of the United States, the 
chief asserts that the prevention and sup- 
pression cf crime will compare favoravly 
with that of any other city. 

Compliments His Force. 

Iie compliments the members of the de- 
partment on their good work during the 
exposition, both in the city and at the 
grounds, stating that thousands of strang- 
ers visited the city who had to be pro- 
tected, among whom came the usual pro- 
portion of crooks and thieves. He says 
that while there were a number of bur- 
glaries committed which it awas impossible 
for the police or detectives to prevent, the 
force was prompt and vigilant at all times 
in protecting the lives :nd property of citi. 
zens and strangers in the city. 

The report says that the 
partment, under 
M. Wright, has done good service during 
the past year, stating that the detectives 
have arrested and prosecuted many notcd 
thieves. Twelve thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-three dollars’ worth of stolen 
goods were recovered by the detectives and 
turned over to the lawful owners. 

Wants Twenty More Men. 

Referring to the. smallness of the police 
force in point of numbers, Chief Connolly 
says: 

“It being a fact that the police force as 
it ig organized is too small to protect the 
large territory to be patrolled, and to give 
sufficient protection to our citizens living 
in the outlying districts, I respectfully re- 
quest that you ask the honorable mayor 
and general council to give a_ sufficient 
appropriation to the police department to 
add ‘twenty more men to the regular 
force.”’ 

For a Sub-Police Station. 


The chief also recommends that a sum

lot and erect a subpolice station in the 
scuthwestern portion of the city, reciting 
the fact that the: city already has iron 
cages which could be usedy making the 
expense of the station small. The Chie?’ 
thinks that the station would add much 
to the efficiency of the department. 

He recommends the purchase of the eiec- 
trical police signal apparatus now in use 
at the exposition grounds police station. 
The instruments are wanted to be used in 
the eity service. The Gamewell company 
offers the outfit to the city for $2,290, con- 
siderably less than the actual value. 

Arrests and Fines. 

The total number of arrests during the 
year, city and state cases, was 14,190 Of 
that number 12,170 were city cases and 
2.020 state cases. The figures are an in- 
crease of 789 over the year 1894. 

The total amount of fines imposed was 
$62,746.45. The amount collected was §$1),- 
547.18: remitted, $1,594.44; suspended, $905.50; 
appealed, $88; worked out on the streets, 
$30,611.33. 

The total receipts of the 
from all sources was $21,003.57.

J. B. McConnell, Assistant Jailer, Relieved 
From Drty Wednesday. 


SUCCEEDED BY JAS. DONEHOO 


The Change Said to Have Been Made 
to Reduce Expenses, but Mr. McCon- 
nell’s Friends Think Differently. 


J. B. McConnell, of Rast Point, who was 
appointed assistant jailer in the place of 
H. Polleck, who host his position on ac- 
count of the escape of Will Myors, bas 
been succeeded in that office by Mr. James 
Donehoo. Mr. Donchoo has been night 
watchman at the jail and fs familiar with 
the responsible duties of the jailer.’ 

The change took place Wednesday night. 
It was a surprise to Mr. McConnell and 


Anis friends, his record at the jail having 


beea a splendid one, as is attested to by 
Sheriff Barnes in a letter of recommenda- 
tton handed Mr. McConnell yesterday. The 
sheriff says that the change was made in 
the interest of ecomomy, but Mr. McCon- 
nell’s friends are of a different opimicn. 

Mr. Donehoo, whio succesds Mr. McCon- 
nell, is a brother of Deputy Sheriff Done- 
hoo. It is understood that his place as 
night watchman will not be filled, he do- 
ing the work of jailer and watchman 
doth. 

Sheriff Barnes says that the ahange was 
made to reduce expenses, it dispensing 
with one man. He had three jailers and 
two watchmen, Mr. foubanks, the princi- 
pal jailer; Mr. McConnell and Mr. Mc- 
Cullough as assistants, and Day Watch- 
man Cohen and Night Watchman Done- 
hoo. By the change all remain at the jail 
except Mr. McConmell. 

Mr. McConmell declined to discuss the 
matter yesterday, stating that he left the 
jail with a clear reccrd end preferred not 
to talk about tthe matter for pudiication. 
He declined to say that he was satisfied 
with this dismissal under the  circum- 
Stances and it seems .that he atitributes 
the _— of Sheriff Barnes to another 
cause. 

One of Mr. McConnell’s friends was seen 
and asked about the matiter. He said that 
it appeared that the change resulted from 
the recent release of Charles E. Smith, the 
alleged diamond tbief, the circumstances 
of which created a good deal of comment 
at ‘the time. It will be remembered that 
Jailer McOonmmell declined to release Smith 
on an order signed by Justice of the Peace 
Foute, the same being accompanied with a 
bond in the sum of $500 for Smith’s appear- 
ance on two charges agairst him. -The 
order and bond were presented to Jailer 
McConnell by Mr. W. H. Barnes, a son of 
Sheriff Barnes, who is connected with 
Colonel W. T. Moyers, Smith’s attorney. 

Smith had been remanded to jail by 
Judge Foute on two warramts charging 
him with diamond robbery. His bond in 
one case was fixed at $500 and in the other 
$300, making $00 in all. Smith had been 
in jail some time in default of the $800 
bond when Judge Foute consented to re- 
duce the bonds from $800 tio $500. Mr. J. B. 
Smith, the Broad street grocer, signed the 
now $500 bond and Mr. Barnes secure] 
Judge Foute’s approval and the order to 
the jailers to release Smith on the new 
bond. 

Wihen the order and bond were handed to 
Jailer McConnell by Mr. Barnes the jailer 
scrutinized the papers and decided that he 
could not release Smith on then. He told 
Mr. Barnes that. Judge Foute had no right 
to reduce the bond after the prisoner had 
been committed to jail and that it was out 
of the province of the justice to approve a 
new bond, Mr. Barnes took a decided 
stand im the matter and quite a lively tilt 
occurred between him and Mr. M2Connell. 
Judge Foute’s order was not acknowledged 
and Mr. Barnes left the jail. 

. Some time afterwards Sheriff Barnes or- 
dered Jailer McConnell to release Smith on 
the bond. Smith was.given his Mberty but 
inanthour afterwards Sheriff Barnes con- 
cluded thajt the bond was not satisfactory 


and he ordered the apprehension of Smith.° 


The police were asked to arrest the alleged 
diamond crook, but it seems that he de- 
parted immediately and has not yet been 
located.

Yesterday Was a Busy Time With 
Superintendent Slaton. 

The public schools of Atlanta resumed 
work yesterday ‘morning with a largely in- 
creased attendance. The office of Super- 
intendent Slaiton was crowded with appli- 
cants from the time the doors were opened 
‘yesterday morning and the day was spent 
in issuing tickets and making transfers 
from one school to another. ‘ 

If the pressure on the public schools this 
year is mot relieved by the erection of new 
buildings it will be unfortunate for the 
system. 

Not a single building was put up last 
year and yet the increase in the number of 
pupils was more than 2,000 over that 
of the year preceding. It is safe to as- 
sume that fully this many pupils will 
enter the schoois during the coming year, 
which will make a total of 4,000 more pu- 
pils than attended the schools two years 
ago with the same accommodations. 

In order to relieve the pressure several] 
grades have been doubled since the first 
of last September and two sessions have 
been taught daily, the teacher going over 
the same ground ttwice with her pupils. 
This ‘has been a very awkward arrange- 
ment and one that has operated rather 
severely upon the teachers; but in view 
of ithe (scarcity bf funds jin the. citr 
treasury no better method of bridging 
over ‘this deficiency could be devised. But 


something must be done during the coming ° 


year, as the schools are crowded nearly 
to death and their good work is likely to 
be impaired unless some remedy is sug- 
gested. 

In this last annual report to the board of 
education Superintendent Slaton called at- 
tention to the crowded condition of the 
schools and gave'the figures showing the 
exact increase for the year. He compli- 
mented the teachers in very high terms 


and stated that all of them, rather than. 


have the term cut short last year, would 
have cheerfully consented to teach until 
Christmas without a cent of extra pay. 
He regretted that the percentage of at- 
tendance for the year had fallen below 
that of 1894 and feared that the public 
schools would lose the bammer which they 
had won. The percentage last year was 
96.1, for the year ipreceding 96.7. Neverthe- 
less the record is a good one and the 
year’s work déserves the high compliment 
of ‘the superintendent. 

The superintendent further stated in 


‘his report that fewer difficulties had taken 
‘Place between teachers and pupils during 


the year than for amy correspond!ftg num 
ber of months in fifteen years. He re- 
ported the schools in excellent comdition. 

With the exposition over and nothing to 
distract the minds of the pupils the suc- 
cess of the present year in schoo] matters 
is definitely assured. ;

YESTERDAY AT A MEETING. 


It is Proposed to Raise the Company’s 
Capital to $500,0000 as Soon 
as Possible.

The enterprise is 
launched upon broad lines, with ample 
capital, and will doubtlessly be but the 
forerunner of splendid development of the 
gold mining possibilities of the south.

WITHOUT FIRING A SHOT. 


Indians Melted Away Before Forty 
Men. 


From The Philadelphia Times. 

In the pioneer days to reach Montana 
from Cheyenne, in Wyoming, required a 
roundabout journey tthat involved a double 
crossing of the Rocky mountains, with a 
Ghange of base at Salt Lake City. The 
United States government brought about 
a better condition of travel by construot- 
ing a trail through the Gallatin valley 
along the course of the Gumpowder river, 
reaching around the base of the mountai'ns 
in a curvilinear form, which avoided the 
heights of the Rockies. To grotect this 
route from marauding Indians three forts 
were built—Reno, Phil Kearny amd C. F. 
Smith. These were garrisoned by United 
States troops. 

In 1866 the murderous Sioux from the 
Yellowstone valley pursued a sanguinary 
course up through ‘tthe Gallatin valley and 
tmto Mortane. It was marked by rapine 
and plunder. They besieged Fort Remo 
and killed many of its garrfson, including 
a brother of A. K. McClure. They en- 
vironed Fort Phil Kearny and wiped from 
the face of the earth every human being 
whose walls it failed to protect. Then 
they surrounded Fort C. F. Smith, where 
200 union soldiers found themselves sur- 
rounded by more than 1,000 death-seeking 
Indians. Escape seemed impossible. A 
courier got word of this condition of 
affairs to General Hancock, who was then 
stationed at St. Paul, and he sent a mes- 
senger to the governor of Montana at 
Bozeman, calling upon him to relieve the 
besieged garrison. The chief executive of 
the territory of Montana at that time was 
Green Clay Smith, who, by the way, re- 
cently died in. Washime'ton, a_i Baptist 
clergyman. He had been a member of 
congress from Kentucky, but President 
Lincoln made him territorfal governor of 
Montana. He was seated on the porch of 
his residence in Bozeman when Hancock’s 
message was handed to him. To a visitor 
from the east, whio was weated by his 
side, and who is authority for this narra- 
tive, he said: 

“What in the name of heaven can I do? 
Fort C. F. Smith “s 250 miles away. The 
between here and there is filled 
with Sioux Indians. Our militia force con- 
sists of exactly 427 men. Not a man of 
them could reach Fort C. F. Smith alive. 
I am absolutely powerless. However, I 
will send for Colonel Howie.” 

At that time Colonel Netl Howie was 
United States marshal for the territory 
of Montana. He was a typical frontiers- 
man. He com the Monittana volun- 
teers, and it has been said of him that 
“General Sierman might have been at 
Bozeman COi:ty with 5,000 troops and the 
people of Gallatin could not have escaped 
the scalping knife of the gavage; but 
Coicnel Howie, with less than 400 men, 
pratected 100 miles of exposed frontier 
but -a little distamce from the . e 
tribes.”’ 

It was to this man that Governor Smith 
addressed himself, handing him Gereral] 
Flancock’s dispatch and saying: “Cobomel, 
we can’t do anything for those poor devils 
in Fort C,. F. Smith. We haven't enough 
men, and those we have couldn't get there. 
Am I not right?’’ 

“No,” said Cobonel Howte, quietly, with- 
out any exhfition of excitement and with 
the gentle voice of a woman. “There fs 
no trouble about that, governor. We can 
rT that matter and still. leave the 
Montana frontier. protected. I will need

The Indian be- 
lieves that mo man ean go to the happy 
hunting ground—heaven 
has been deprived of his hair. 
tive in sesioing 2@ veclim ts to carry out 
fiendish hatred to its utmost by ting 
him from having a happy hereafter. There- 
fore ‘to deprive an Indian of his scalp is 
to rob him of his hope of a happy here- 
after. My men never kill an Indian with- 
out scalping him, and the Indians know 
that. The forty men I will select for this 
expedition are umerring in their aim with 
the rifle. Thev cam shoot sixteem shots in 
sixteen seconds, and every ball means a 
dead Indiam, and every dead Indian means 
a scalp, and every scalp means a warrior 
devrived eternally of a chance of ever 
reaching the happy hunting ground. My 
forty men will walk from here to Fort C. 
F. Smith without firing a shot.”’ 

“Incredible,” said Governor Smith. 

“True,” said Captain McCabe. 

What was the result? 

Forty men walked the 250 miles from 
Bozeman to Fort C. F. Smith. Indians 
watched them on everv side. By days 
their progress was signaled by “circling 
columms of smoke and by night by fire 
from mountain tops. But not a shot was 
fired. When they got within sight of Fort 
C. F. Smith the 1,000 whooping Sioux who 
held the garrison in siege fled, and the 
forty frontiersmen from Bozeman marched 
in and escorted the 200 union soldiers back 
to the territorial capital without the loss 
of a life. Not a shot had been fired. Not
